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INTRODUCTION 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various Lemberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, arc predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 

Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 

in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. ^ 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, sunmarize the transcripts. 

The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
conmitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 

The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official^ 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 

1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany agdinst officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement, of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IKT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemfeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-World War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the firi}, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the- Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

and personnel departments of the Works Combine, Lower Rhine. 

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel).

Walter Duerrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Sparte III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farbcn's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Cooaittce; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AMT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkocaaando der Wehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant.

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Command by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines. 1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


*The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of millions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. TJiree defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of. 
Count II, while IS were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
wore charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Uutenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

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All defendants were credited with tine already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more commissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally aro not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IMT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 






type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til 19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (fkiemberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M89S. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminals Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Triale of War Criminals Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Lau No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

real prospects'of this process or its profitable ness, and 

thereby to a certain extent deceive then about it. 

The reason giver. by Dr. Gajewski, as stated (faring the interview, 

* 

that he considered his position entitled hia to criticise and to offer 
a warning is, in view cf his under-nenticned further description, 
absolutely unacceptable. 

So far as I ar. inforred, the idea of asking cellulose out of 
potato plants originated with the Fuehrer hi-self and it is an act 
deserving of the highest recognition for Dr. 3chieber to have taken 
up this idea and to have brought all his initiative to bear in ordor 
to find a solution to tho probleo. 

Horn than a year a*o already, the Thuoringen Gauleiter and Roichs 
statthaltor, Fritz Sauckel, together with Staatsrat Dr. Schieber, had 
an interview with the Fuehrer on this natter at Obersalzborg. Tho 
preliminary exceriaonts wore promising, so that Ooulcitor Sauckel was 
able, cn Ibe occasion of tho departure of tho Thuoringen Folitical 
Loadors to tb» Reich Party Day 1938, to present hinsolf for tho first 
tine in a suit made out of potato plant. I hsd the ooportunity, at 
the interview on 25 September, of submitting a copy of tho first 
newspaper cade out of potato plant, in which, inter alia, in an ar¬ 
ticle by Gauleiter 3auckel hinsolf, the particular circurstancos and 
the isjxrtance of this process were described. 

The efficient infonration organization of the I. c . and the fact 
that a corresponding auoir.ccnent of the Drodaction of newsprint from 
potato plant appeared in ell tt» German newsoapers, with a reference 
to the issue of the Thuoringen Geu newsoaoer of 26 August 1939, 
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warrant aesusption that Dr. Gejewski hiaself cannot have rerained 
i too rant of the article lr- the Thueringen Gauleiter. The orogress 
of tte production of cellulose frca potato plant is therefore not un¬ 
known to Dr. Gajewski. His insulting renarks therefore aooly not 
only to the Fuehrer, as originator of the idea, but also to the men 
entrusted with thJ technical w>rk, i.e., besides Staatsrat Dr. Schie- 
ber, the Beichsstatthalter and Gauleiter Sauckol, also the General 
Advisor (Goneralreferonten) in ths Reich Ministry of Econoray, Presi¬ 
dent Hans Kehrl. 

It is further to be observed, in the 'latter of producing collu- 
loso fron potato plant, that Germany possossoe by no noans sufficient 
timber to poroit of all cellulose factories being supplied with collu- 
loso fron Goman timber, without permanent injury to tho Goman forosti 
It is an urgont problec to find orw-year-old plants for tho production 
of colluloso and to work out for those a suitable process. In this, 
Goraany is faced with the aano nocesalty as has baon recognised by tho 
Duco in Italy. Thoro they havo discovered in tho wanror districts 
suitable, strong-gmwinc rushes with which, in tho othorwiso unfer¬ 
tile Piavo lowlands, t*ov aro ablo to oovor a lrrgo pert of tho Ita¬ 
lian cellulose dansnd fer textile factories. 

It accords'wall >ith tho attitudo taken up by Dr. Gajowski that, 
in his cccpletaly liboralistic outlook, ha thinks first of tho ooooy 
profits and Judges or ccndcsns accordingly an action which night bo 
tho aeans of furthering C-«many's solf-sufficieno7 in tho fiold of 
colluloso in a decisive earner. 
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It la today a satter of course for a Gorman oconofaio leader to 
subrait economically essential and important problems to exaaination 
and to clarify thor by oxpcrlnsnt, even if tho profitability of such 
processes does not aopear assured froa tho beginning This attitudo, 
which has been displayid in high roasuro by Steatsrat Dr. Schiobcr, 
has so far been lackinj in Dr. Gajewski on every occasion. His re¬ 
sistance to the wishes of the Reichsleitung when the problem of tho 
increased self-supply of toxtilos began to aastrts definito propor¬ 
tions is also typical.

In this resoect, Staats* 
rat Dr. Schieber and Oberingenieur Klingenberg, Ludwigshafen, are more 
competent witnesses. Qi this point, I will asrely su-arariso by say¬ 
ing that the whole attitude and outlook of Dr. Ocjero ki towards effortr 
for self-sufficiency in the field of textiles disentitle him to any 
right of criticism and Judgment. 

In the further course of the interview on 25 September, I stated 
that the observations rede by Dr. Gajewski to the Kreisleitor Knraseck 
wero not isolated remarks and to bo treated as an isolated case, but 
were tho expression of the inner attitude of Dr. Gajewaki and there¬ 
fore a danger to the preaent State. This attitude of Dr. Gajowski has 
continued to be expressed in such a manner as to cause him to oppose 
almost every innovation in the social field, and also ver- often the 
wishes and intentions of the Party, or to do only what was absolutely 
necessary, which, in view of the performance capacity of the I.G., 
must be regarded as a farce.

Staatsrat Dr. Schiebor will bo in the position to supplement 
those with significant incidents from the period shortly before and 
after the assumption of power. 

I personally eade closer acquaintance with Dr. Cajowski for the 
first time on the occasion of ths interview which I requested on the 
subjoct of unauthorised alterations of contract, which wore to be 
ccnsidorod as a broach of the tariff. That was on 12 March 193**. 

During the period of ro-organization, it was ascertained that 
the works management was using new contracts for newly appointed non, 
which, in regard to about 12 points, wore more unfavorably drafted, 
including rwarly all ths points the alteration of which would havo 
been subjoct to objection even during the period of the severe econo¬ 
mic depression. The abeve-aontionod alterations were, also in tho 
opinion of tte Reich agency concerned at that tic*, to bo considered 
as illegal, as the tariff contracts were not allowed to bo altered 
and tte individual agreements had to bo regarded as parts of tho ta¬ 
riff contract.

form and sharpness. The discussion was continued in a surprising 
manner in a letter free Dr. Gejewski to ce dated 13 liarch 1934, which, 
as will be seen by the reply sent on 19 Uarch 1934, was to bo regard¬ 
ed as a quite obvious at*e*pt at defamation of myself in ttj capacity 
- as an officer of the Party (Copies herewith). 

In this first collision with Dr. Gajowski, the roots of his 
later bohaviour towards me can already bo soon, since, as Cauhaupt- 
stellcnloitor (Cau Section chiof) for Tochnolosy (Technik) first in 
Dessau and latsr in Halle, and by roaeon of long experience of in¬ 
dustrial oondltions, I was in a position to disturb him considerably 
in his own field. This coincided with the activity of the Gauamts- 
loitor. Dr. Boottlor, whoso great initiative was oquallod by his 
ability. 

The reason for *y dismissal from the I.G., which was brought 
about b7 Dr. Gajaw ski, was not inforior porforaanco on ny port, but, 
as I con sufficiently prove, bo cau so ho saw in no tflo' political of¬ 
ficial and wanted to cripple aj activity and finally got mo out of 
the works. This is not an isolated caso, but has occurred repeated¬ 
ly in Wolfon. .For this reason, I have oonsidorod it nocossary, in 
ordor to got ttoso conditions finally cleared up, to renounce a per¬ 
sonal sottlomerit and to endeavour to secure this by way of Party 
trial. 

A furthor opportunity for recognising the attitude of Dr. Gajow- 
aki wns accorded on the occasion of a locturj by tho Nobol Priaowinnor 
Professor Dr. "findeus, of Goettingen, 
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on 8 February 1935- In ths speech of thanks. Dr. Gajewski, accord¬ 
ing to a nemo random or the sas« day which was given fit tto tins to 

/ 

SD-Hauptoturafuehror Dr. Rohn and for which tv? himself is tho witnosa, 
Bade statements, which are attached in copy hereto. They indicate 
clearly his boliof in a coming "Fourth" Reich. 

Dr. Gajowski's attitude towards social innovations, ns alroady 
propagated in the first stages by the Goraan Labor Front, was further 
clearly expressed in tto discussion concerning tho works regulations, 

In this, thoro min -.any points proposed by tha aeobors of tho Con- 
fldontinl Board (Vcrtrnuonsratsaitgliodcr) which ware cLnost nil 
cooplotoly rjfcictod by hia; thoso included tho non-on*egonent of non- 
Aryans, family allowances, suitable holiday vacations, a full-tino 
works doctor and profit-sharing. Ifcst of thj points rejected nt 
that tiB» wura won only letor, in so«i ensas only rftor n hard struggle 
- which took placo sostly in thj central two tinge of tho Advisory 
Council (Beirut) of tb; whole of tho l.G. Tho principal loader In 
this fight was Obaringcnicur Klingenborg, who always came up against 
the strongest opposition fro® Dr. Gajcwski, but who knew how to over, 
ccajc it successfully. 

In tte following period, when tho precise publication of tho ox, 
poctations of tto Party in social directions, even for non-Hationol- 
socialists, had mtA s it clear what was expjetod of a Botriobsfuohror 
in tta way of social rorsuros. Dr. Gajowski, considering tto capaci¬ 
ties of the I.G., had reduced it nearly to a farco, and one often 
could not resist th3 feeling that those measures wore approvod snly 
for the reason that 
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he could at ill have a voice in thia matter. 



Tho following aupolanenta wero fixed: For workman with 3 or 
more children, 2 Pffc. psr hour for oach child: SI. 4 j»r month; 
for employee a with 3 or more children, RM. 10 por month for each 
child. 

Thoso rates were not only strongly criticiiod inaido tho worko, 
but also in tho newspapers. (Ioiptigcr Ncuosto .lachrichon of 14 end 
18 March, 1937; Schwcrzca Corps of 1 and 7 April 1937). 

Ify very urgent warning to tho independent maxbors of tho Confi¬ 
dential Council (Vortrauonsrat) to rofuao the aupolenont for our worko 
wna shared and followed by thoso gontlomon. Tho regulation wua thon 
qulotly introducod by Dr. Gn^wski. 



On 4 March 1937 the following notico concerning orrringc allow¬ 
ances waa published (Original available): 

"Mo have decided to accord to fow-lo combers of tho prrsonnol 
who have boon a conaidcrnblo tioo in our service rn nllownnco on 
marriage at thj following rctos, to take offcct on and from 
1 March, 1937J

Thia notice is aubjoct to the following cosrunta, via. 

1 ) The regulation aopliea only to focalc atebora of tho personnel and 
not to the Evan who remain in the works; 

2) Bo fore the notice, thr enr.ual change in female personnol amounted 

to over 33*, i.o. practically every three yoara the girls wro all new. 
Only aftor 8 yoara wjrt> the female cache r a of th? works to get my thing! 
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3.) The rinirmn age fer female staff is 16, which neans that 
they receive a carriage allowance at 24 at the earliest. Having 
tc wait until cne is 24 before carrying is in direct opposition tc 
present-day principles. 

Exaa£le III:_8 roadcasts. for ccnrunal^listejiing^ 

.Vfter permission fer ccsnunal listening had been refused cn the 

cccasicn cf the Saar plebiscite, and the party offices had tc 

intervene, many attacks were made tc restrict audiences tc 2£% 

of the staff. It was uaoally necessary tc take stops in order tc 
• 

ensure that all these cf the staff who could be sparod were allowed 
tc participate. ( Origin circular®, dated 27 and 28 January 1V37, 
cn hand). 

In a diacuasicn hold by Chief &«lneer Klingenborg in my defense 

with Dr. Gajeweki, the latter, as Xlingenberg tcld me, statod the 

following cn his attitude towards the Jewish problem: 

n He had really dene his duty in the latter problem ( The Jewish 

problem ) and had made preparations for coming events for many 

years, and tc-day he was able tc get rid cf the Jews, half-Jewa, otc.

without endangering I.G,-interests. Per years he had kept those 
people in positions whore they could net find cut too ouch and whore 
they cculd dc no mere damage. This applied especially t? Dr. 

Gcldberger.- He then mentioned that there was cne Jewish-meeker 

who still had considerable inside knowledge ( a professor ) who was 
net only a German but a world authority and itx 
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with the Gestapo's agreecient, was net cnly allowed tc continue 
work but ifccee further eeplcynent was desirable for obvious 
reasons." 

These renarks cn the Jewish prcblee can, in ny opinion, be

refuted cn all counts. Hot until he was forced by legal conpulsicn 
* t 

in I'-ay^ 1936, did Dr. Gajewski, a Party naeber, fully 

apply the regulations pertaining tc Jews.- The Jews were not 

kept in positions free which they could be discharged without 

endangering I.G, interests. Jew, Dr. Dannenberg, who furthermore 

received preferential treatnent by being given a works flat 

after Hitler had seized power, escaped over the Dutch border. 

The attoopta :f the owageceot t: induce hin tc rot urn by means 

cf premises were unsuccessful. 

Herr Dr. Gcldacker wis chief Cf the plate *-nd do vole per plmt, 
and as such hid Handlungsvcllnacht. Since almost all typos cf 
cnulsion* wore employed :n plates as well, ho was fonilar with the 
cccpcsiticn cf these eculslcns; since he also tc:k part in 
Directors' Meetinga he had undrubtedly gained additional kncwledgf 

* d 

in the other fields :f prcdujticn cf that factory. Ho was rise 
in cherge cf the prcducticn cf all photographic cheaicals such 
as developers, fixing baths, cheaical flashes etc. In ether 
words he knew all the zest important factory secrets.— Herr Dr. 
Goldacker, who is carried tc a pure Jewess, eaplcyed a leave 
in Italy tc get away free the factory and settled in Palestine 
instead. He gave up his well-paid job at ilclfen together nith his 
considerable pension rights. He would cnly have done that if he 
war certain about his future.

The ettecpts cf the I.G. tc induce hir. tc ccoo back were else 
unsuccessful. 

Her were the Jews kept in pcsitirns where they cculd n:t find :ut 
tcc ruch and where they cculd dc nc cfcnsge. Up tc Jtoy 1938 the 
•Jews Dr. Luft, Dr. Hers and the half-Jew Dr. Biltz were eepleyed 
in the file factcry. In spite cf his repulsive seoitic appearance 
the Jew Dr. Luft was frequently sent tc nestings and even t: P.oich 
Offices ( such as the Naticnal Jfatcrials Ccntrcl Office ). 

( Prccf is available). Apart free die wing such a per sen tc appear 
in the fc regreund I ac certain that they did n:t deal with ncre 
trifles.- Tho Jew Dr. Luft was nereevor frequently detailed t: 
receive visiters, especially visiters cn prcblons tc dc with 
X-ray filn, as he wt in charge cf research cn this. Hcbcdy 
censidered whether the visiters onjcyod the cccpany cf n puro 
Jew, especially cne whe distinguished hir. so If threugh his shaj oloos 
ircpudence. This ms especially octiceable cn the cccasicn :f a 
visit tc ?f:lfen by Herr Schiebeliua, Kosslcr and Fuss fren tho 

t 

Firn Krupp. All three are party -csbcrs. 

C:ntrary tc Dr. Gajewski's stateaent tc tho effect that ha kopt 
tho Jews eway free new prejects, ho in feet backed up the Jot- 
Dr. Luft in a natter ccncoming tho oxadnaticn f tho collulcso 
cccking precess in the new cellulcse factcry by Prcfesscr 
Schiebcld frtn Leipzig. 
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The construction engineer/ Dipl.-Ing. Klepp, would not penult 
the Jew to enter the new plant. His superior. Chief Engineer 
Endres, then had a talk with hid:, and said, wo Just aren't a 
purely ary an firn, ycu will have to put up with that and idth 
lets acre besides, 

’.hen the Jew in fact collected Professor Schiebcld frea tho 
station end when Dipl.Ing. Klepp raised further objections tc 
tho Jaw's prescnco, tho luncheon which Klepp had erderod v;as 
cancelled and tho Jew was taken out to luncheon instead.- 
'..hon the reobers of the Vortrauonsrot ( Confidential 3cr.rd ) 
were info mod of this by Herr Birko and expressed thoir agrecnont 
with Dipl.Ing.Klopp, thoy wore told - by Dr. Gajowski - after 
a storey debate, that ho was adhoring tc his docision and that thi 
Jew was tc perform tho oxaninatlon. The teebora of tho Vortrauons- 
rnt were not tc i/v.gine that thoy wore running’tho shew.- 
Tc bogin with, tho Jew did not, in fact, ontor the now install*, tici 
in tho ond he did, hewovor, g; litc tho now installations tegothor 
with Professor Schizoid, s: that Dr. Gajowski had again scored 
o victory. 

Tho other Jews were not kept away freo projects either. Tho Jew 
Dr. Here was chief of the technical X-rny contor in Berlin. Duo 
tc this position he was well acquainted with all X-ray file 
r uestions as well as with all sales problems. 

The half-Jew Dr.. Bilts also had knowledge :f now prejeots and 
factory secrets, such as, for exnrplo, the secret cf the new 
fine-^rain file which proved :f particular importance tc tho 
•” ire raft file for the Preces. In fact, in this particular case 
two senior party ambers felt 
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that it ica their duty tc rentier, this natter tc Director Dr. 
Miller. 


Dr. Gajewsld. will find it very difficult to reconcile his 
statements abcut his attitude t: tho Jewish problem with the facts 
especially if his behavior in tho yocrs befere Hitler's soizuro 
:f pewer became known, as well as his behavior towards tho aany 
Jews in tho Kcnzern aanagesent, which oculd bo determined through 
further statements by Chief Srginoor Klingenberg and perhaps 
fron Dr. Hans Self's files. 

Dr. Gajewski's fight against all the party nerfcors who, dis¬ 
regarding thoir own welfare, worked for the supremacy.of tho Party 
was in accordance with his detorainaticn net tc comply with tho 
wishes of the party if those ran counter to his own. Tho Party 
chiofs know tho case of Crtsgrupponloiter Dr. Saongor. According 
tc his statements, tho District Judgo of tho Bittarfold district 
could also add a word or twe fron his own oxperionco. Firthor, 
thcro wero the circunstancos in which Staatsrat Dr. Schlcbor loft 
tho I.G. He hinsolf would be tho best can tc toll this story. 

In the course of ny long struggle for thd 'hxrty within tho I.C-. 

I finally had tc pay the penalty for this Party activity. Tho 
case of Diroctcr Dr. 1'lller, whe rofusod rut even a short poried 
of tine for party purposes during norking hours, noodod only a 
one year interval. The proceedings before the Kroisleitor of 
Dessau - Wiich were apprevod by Gauloiter and Stnntsrat Sjgoling 
who ms then deputy Gauleiter - were. In splto of Director Dr. 
itiller's definite assurances, 
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one of tho chief causes of tho open warfare which broko out a year 
lator (Tern of limitation imposed on internal disrutos boforo tho 
trusteo). 

Although I Tea lucky enough to have tdtncssos to ^ first clash v/ith 
Dr. Gajovraki (soo abovo) and t/as thus cblo to prevent his slanderous 
intont, 1 via without uitnossos in spito of ^ roquoat to the contrar: 

- as was Dr. Gajow*i's intont ion - in the proceedings, thich, by 
roason of tho ovor-dotoriorating situation, in which I rosortod to a 
comprehensive written dofonso (Translator's ncto: sontcnco inco.uploto' 

In tho proceedings Dr. Gojeuski imputod tliat I had aono ;jotivos, 
which I iicadiatcly deniod in a letter to tho DAP Trustoo (Betriobs- 
aollonobuann), end »hich motives, ir. tho light of tho vbolo situation, 
appoared :»st improbablo. The plant Uancgcjicnt's opinion and attitudo 
was uniformly against mo, Just as in the first slendor caso. I was 

accused of lying. 

I 

After tho failure of rony attests to clear uo - undortakon, in tho 
main, by Chief engineer Slingcnborg, with Dr. GeJowski's pondssion, 
and by Ortsgruppcnloitcr Dr. I/uitx as well as by tho Hallo-Horsctxirg 
Gau lei tang - I folt that tho only way to clear qysclf was to str-t 
proceedings against Dr.GaJovski boforo tho Party Court with tho aim 
of having hie oxc laded from tho Party. I enclose a copy of the in¬ 
dictment . The wording of this — as I told the Gcu Judge, Dr. Tricbol, 
in a hocring before tho Gcu Court at Halle on 4 Pobruary 1939 - 
is intentionally a-.detailed so that, in consideration of Dr.GaJcwaki'a 
powerful position, tho individual points and tho nar»a of tho vitnosso- 
substantiating thai -./ill not bcoo.jo public too early. Gnu Judge Dr. 
Tricbol was given a statement of ell the points together with 
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documentary evidence, 

Hy discharge is a further cxariplo of Dr. Gr.jcwski 1 s method of 
running counter to the Party's wishes. As regards rjy disputo, Diroc-- 
tor Dr. Mill er end Director Dr. Kloinc (Dr. Gajewaki was in Egypt) 
hed stated before the deputy Gauleiter Tescho on 2 February 1933 
that the docision to transfer no closod the case and that, noroovor, 
i V transfor 'ould i»t entail pecuniary loss on ny port. Although 
Gauleiter Star, tar at ^goling inforiod the factor;' management In a 
letter that the Gculcitung did not consider cose as closed, and 
although Dr. Gejovski know that Chief Enginoor Klingenborg was to act 
as mediator by order of tho Gouloitung, Dr. Gajewski went over every¬ 
body's head, stating that it was his fir.: intention to get rid of rfi 
and slwrtlc.* r/tcr-Txda gavo me notice. Prior to giving no notlco ho 
clearly expressed his intention to Chiof Higincor Klingenborg. At 
that tL;a thorc wero unfortunately no legal .sens of preventing 
tho elocution of this intention, >hich ran counter to tho wishes 
of tho Party end to/jroalscs .aide to mo. 

In the statojents tfiich Dr. Gajowski ;;ado to the Krcisloitor in 
the courso of thiaAisputs I can only soc cn expression of his oxn 
trac ettitudo lfcieh ca:o to the surfaco in a :xcicnt \ti<x i reason 
failed to put on the brako. I believe that older, doteminod Party 
nchbors, who rccogniso tho supremacy of the Party at all tiros, 
and *ho havo 

* 
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had closer contact with Dr. Gejonaki, arc of erectly tho seno 
opinion. I an thinking in this instance of Chief Enginocr Kling -nbcrj 
Staatsrat Dr. Schicbcr, Gcu Office Chief Dr. Boettlcr, Dessau, ns 
well as further staff accbcrs at lfclfcn. All in all, in Dr. Gejevraki 
I soo a nan xtoo, cspocially in view of tho great po*.ior which he 
can cxorciso, is of particular danger to tho Goman ocononic r.d- 
ainistrotion. This administration is still considerably lacking in 

• 

true National Socialists Mho, by dint of their om inner knowlcdgo, 
psrfom that which is nocossary end riglit in tho intorcsta of tho 
cotton vjcal and are thus in thccsolvcs promoters of tho National 
Socialist principles. Tho no.-ant this is achieved, co.-pulsory 
govomnent, thich is at present a necossity, will ccaso. That is 
v*iy, if ono refrains fror. using coiyulsion in tho caso of Dr. Gajeusk 
and his followers, a quiot rnd unobjectionable National Socialist 
oconouio administration will be on ixpossibility tiiilc Dr. Gejowski 
retains his position. 

Not only this coso tut everything else mat also be considorod. in 
the light of the fact that it is non like Dr. Gajewski who aro in 
charge of selecting the future loadors of tho Goman oconory. C*io 
ccnnot capcct thoso nen knowingly' to train successors who, onco they 
ore on top, will, as a result of their o*.aj convictions, wring thoir 
predecessor's necks. In tho last analysis, tho present oxccutivoa 
can, after all, be considered tho product of tho soloction ccrriod 
out by tho ■Jewish Balers* ifco usod to bo so ratio rous in tho fim. 

In yesterday's discussion I referred to a 
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talk Tilth the SA-Brigadcfuehrer Petersen fron Dessau, who as not 
only the military leader of the National Socialists under his caro but 
also their jfrilosophiccl r.cntor to a considerable extent. 


Kc felt very keenly the opposition ’.iiich his S/r-aon net nhon they 
triod to rcalizo in tt.o factories that which they had locmt as, 
and felt to* bo the principles of tho SA. Ihcso differences botwoon 
national Socialisr: end the economy arc shown very clearly in tho 
first argument of .y 'isputo. At the ti:*> Dr. Gejewski infornod no 
that one needed tin hearts, one for tho factory and ono for tho 
Party: and I hod but ono. An adicnition iJileh I ensworod in -ry 
lottcr, dated 27 NovorS>or 1937, to the effect that one noodod ono 
heart only, end that f< r the novc.-.cnt, end ono's behavior towards 
the factor;' ;reuld be nr. automatic outcome of this, exactly as was tho 
caso :rith ono's attitudo towards hin as Perty ueober. 


I hopo that :y statements will contribute to a solution of tho 
Dr. Gejevaki affair which will confom with ‘.rational Socialist 
principles and ihich will bring peace to the upright Party :ac.ibcrs

Tho notary drew 

hia attention to the fret that ho would bo lirblo to puniahmtfit for 

making a falao atfttorcnt. Tho witncaa then ateted undor oath:

"I, Vilhola Lmpo, bom on 1 July 1903 in 4uonchon-Glodbach, ' 
roaiding ct Leipzig 0 29, Boottgaratr. 18, herewith doclnro 
undor oath- that in connocticn with tho Cajowski mr.ttor tho 
circuoatoncoa regarding tho finding of tho copy of tho denun¬ 
ciation made by Dr. C. Hingat, Saalfold/Saalo cn 26 Soptonbor 
1939 to tho GESTAFC, Hallo, for tho attention of Krirlnalmt 
Franko, Hollo/Seclc, PolitoipmoaidiuQ, rnd which waa sent to 
Dr. Prlodrich Gejowski, wore ea follows* 


Fran 14 January 1946 until 13 Hry 1946 I was orployod on dis¬ 
mantling work by HASAC, Leipzig, Mordwork, Barrekenbou, aa 
shown by tho attached release certificate. 
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During oirt of this tire it wna our task to pile uo wood for 
boxos in front of the administrative building of tho HA SAG. 

Tho working so.urd entered and walked through tho building many 
tines. Pirewood, which had boon "organized" outside, wna often 
eertrarkod, hidden, md» after work had ceased in tho evening, 
picked up. 

In tto rooca of tto forcer Genoraldiroktor of tho HASAG, Paul 
Budin, which wore located on tho second floor of tho building, 
wore largo pilos of loose shoots of paper, periodicals otc., 
which had eithor been swpt up or blown thore by tto wind. It 
wr.a undor ttoso jilos of paoer that tho wood woa hidden. 

On ono such occasion in 1'nrch 1946 tho rbovo oentionod copy cr.Te 
into ny handa. I kopt it and took it horse. I intondod to for¬ 
ward tho cooy, which was vory important, to Dr. Crjowski nt tho 
first opportunity for tho ourposo of his denazification. I do 
not know Dr. Gc.Jowski rersonolly, neither do I know whether tho 
copy had coac free tto secretariat of Budin or whottor it had 
boon in tto possession of tto technical director of the HASAG, 
Hana Fuehrer, whose rooa wrs noxt to those of Herr Budin; tho 
latter assumption is, however, <*iito possible, rs n mnbor of 
picture postcards, addressed to Herr Fuehrer, rere undor tho 
pile of pc oar in which tho cooy w.-s found. Cko picture postcard 
is attached as proof."

food with then. ..hon the pictures were cocploted, I delivered 
the filn -tho negative and the only copy- to "VOUHNIGUKO 
lAGkHGH 7JL SCILJT liARffi o.V." I, therefore, no longer have 
a copy of this file. But I still reoenbef t!iosc pictures 
clearly end the iapressions I gained in tho caap. 
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In view of the fact that I spent over 10 days in the 
canp, on tiro occasion sconce during the winter and once 
during the summer, and slept and ate thcro, j was ablo to 
soo things ot first hand and gain a particularly ccnprchcnaivc 
idea of conditions thcro. I was told, that the cecp at that 

ti@e housed over 5C00 foreign workers, cniofly French, Italians,

Spaniards, Csochoslovaidans, Yugoslavians, and Russians who

woro French citizens, I gained the impression of a large, 
clean town with seporato quarters, subdivided according to 
nationalities, with large spaces between, laid out in gardens 
full of flowers.'.lie roads were wide, lined by newly plantod 
treofl and paved with largo flagstones, .'kin camp-city 
possessed not only its administration buildings, but also its 
own thootor for festivals, as well as nany handicraft work¬ 
shops end libraries. Thcro was also a largo hospital, which 
at that tino had Just been ccsapletcd, a laundry, a disinfecting 
station; thoro was even a sw lacing bath and air raid shelters. 

Yho foreign workers were groupod according to thoir 

| 

nationality and woro housed in a number of large , modem 
huts. Host of the huts had a central corridor running through 
tho itfiolo length of tho hut, on both sidos of which were the 
living-rocca. Vhese wore cooperatively specious roens, and 
were occupied, scouticcs by 5, scnctiiaea by 12 persona. Tho 
bods, which were arranged one above the other,-never noro 
than two tiers- , vero placed along the walls. 
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Those were pointed in light oil-colours, end in tho niddlo a 
space tics rcsorved for tables and chairs, ’.‘his provided the 
actual living-rooc for the saaU c ozam ity. On the vails above 
the beds tho vorkers had hung their personal photos end pictures. 
The washing installations in the huts, which I also flined, were 
clean and ad equate, and the soac applied to tho '.i.Cs. 

The catering was organised in such a way that thore 

was a largo, central dining-rocc. But nost of tho foroign worl^rs 

had their noala in special dining-roccs, with which each national 

section tioa providod, or in their own rocca. Apart fron those 

dininc-roa.ia .rt.ich had been pin cod at the disposal of the 

different nationalities, each section had a canteen. Thu whole 

arrangement gave tho iapression of a .largo inn. Furthcrooro, 

there were special kitchens where anybody could prepare for 

hinsclf additional dishes according to his special taste. In 

fact, thesa individual kitchens were crowded tho whole day long 

by such "individual cooks.* But I also observed, that tho 

official bill of fare was adapted to a groat extzot to the 

particular tasto of each nationality. The Italians for ocanplc 

got their Jrxightti and naoaroni with choose and teen to sauco. 

• • 

Cnee when I had spcgbdti with the Italians, a piocc of cheese 
of "pcacc-tlac" size was served with it. I also saw the French 
drinking red vino, and the Italians dr inking free their fmoua 
bcaket-flnshs. The other nations too received a great nany of 
their national dishes. Generally speaking, tho food was con¬ 
siderably in excess of the rations which the Genaon population 
was receiving at that tine. 
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It code! in 3 CCC way be caapartd wit:, tho rations which tho 
ainv-ra receive to-day, except that thor» uas no re variety and 
tho quantities wvre larger. 

I observed that each nationality had its Camp 
leader when Ills countrymen could approach with their small 
iworries and questions - such as illness, and terms of engagement. 

Cho state of health within .he c&ip appeared to bo 
normal end good. ’Jcdical care and treatment in the no hospital, 
which nas also shown by the film, appeared to be efficient end 
modem.

..a bo the organisation of leisure, evory'oody could do 
what he .'.leased, averyonc was freo to docido whether ho wanted 
to muse hinsolf in the town, read in hia room or play cards, 
chess or similar games with his colleagues or Join in with tho 
general arrangements in the theater. I qysclT visitod a Verittd 
perfomancc which was given by cn outside troupe. Also while 
I wr.o thorc a concert was given by an orc..ostra free '.OLFa:. 

The foreigners liked to take part in tho musical arrangements, 
especially tho Italians. 

Cf course,I was constantly in touch with seme of the 
foreigners, as I had to enquire about the light for ay pictures, 
and when I could take their pictures in tho races. Uost of them 
approached a- o.~ their mm accord, because they had seme special 
wishes concerning group and single pictures. 
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Thus I t.*as able to talk to a great cany or that. They were 
without exception in good honour. It vza auch impressed by the 
success achieved in creating and naintaining an atnoaphcrc of 
harnony and contentment within the casp. This was obviously duo 
to the ^rect attention which had boon given to the various’ 
national custcoa, and which I had had cccaaicn to observe.

I shall state the following in reply to the question of to what 
extent any oooporation took plaoo between Kallo 4 Co., Akt. Cos. and

In view of thj fiot that Sallo 4 Co. belonged to tho Kontorn of 
the 1.0. Fhrb<*iIndustrie and the company's shores wore avontually 100 % 
in the possession of the X.O. Fcrbenindustrlo, Kallo naturally lot 
itself bo guided in social qvwstlons by the instructions of tho 1 , 0 ,

in tnis field, Thoso instruction wore issued by B'.rtroo's Offioo 
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and 2 altf, thoroforo also oooporated with this office, Moreover, there 
aaa also an oxchango of knowledge aequirod free praotieal experience with 
oth-r I,G, plants. Thus, for oxaaple, the annual bonus was in accordance 
with the instructions of tho 1 . 6 . Farbenindustrio and tho employees' 
wolfaro fund was likewiso reorganized according to tho ox ample of tho 
1 , 0 , Parbenindustrio, A represent at ivo c£ Eallo also took part fairly 
regularly in tho conferences of tho social referents of tho I.G. Par- 
bonindustrio. 

From oooporation in such faidanental and general matters one must 
distinguish tho question of the speoial kind of labor allocation and 
sp-oial sooial problem of Kallo, the handling of which was primarily 
conditioned by local o iromstaaoos and guidod to an oxtensi 7 o dogroe 
in aocordanoo with distriot conditions and tho nsasvr.-s of tho local 
labor allocation authorities. In this field the business managanvnt of 
Kallu was completely independent ; its incorporation in Sparto III,

In the interest of placing 
Eastern werkors on the sace level with German workers, negotiations 
were repeatedly conducted with the authorities and finally resulted 
in -uttir.; the Eastern worker on an equal basis with regard to 
wages and rations .

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Contact with incctca was forbidden to Goroan personnel . Korkin*; heurs 
-r.d rations were prescribed by tho SS. Rations wore about equal to 
these cf Sastom workers . Reicburscrient was cade to tho eanp 
adcinistration on the basis of work performed ( RH 4.— por shift , 
per head ). It was light work which previously had boon performed 
by German wceen but which could not be considered as contributing to 
the war effort. 

KZ-incates were n:t available via tho labor offices , but were assignod 
to the plant by the Ravonsbniock esep adcinistration . Details about this 
are unknown to personnel still ce~loycd hore . In collaboration with 
the SS-ro pro sent?.'-ivo , the security officer at that tine dctorcindd 
tho final number of incates to be ccploycd . 

16.) Kith rcard to the fires activity in rccruitccnt and enploy- 
ront of foreign wrrkors and their treatrent , reference is already 
made in tha various paragraphs thus rendering superfluous any social 
mention of it .

1 ) ftrploywent 

Tho first forel(T o wortrrs to arrive eoro non fron Slov-Jti-, 
for tho noet oart othnie Gorinas, rfco cnno in 1939. Thoy noro 
follocod In 1940 by Polish ronon. Larro scnlo cnployncnt did. 
not borln until 1941. A aurvoy of tho foroljm roricore onployod 
Is contained in rsmendix 1 , rhich lists tho mrfcor onployod 
on 31 Doconbor of tho yoar concerned, subdlvidod as to nation¬ 
ality *wd sox. *oroim •’ork'rs woro nllocatod via tho Oorarn L-boy 
onployncnt -uthorltlos. 

Each nonth tho required nurisor of rorkcrs ras rorularly 
ronortod to tho cowpotcat l«hor offico. If tho offico ir* 
unahlo to neet those rooulrononts fzea ••oricors arallrhlo to It 
In Its eim district. It nassod then on. Tho Rrioh Labor Hinistor 
and lator on tbo Plenipotentiary Ooncral for tho Btployncnt 
of Labor, on tho basis of tho ur<mncy of tho production raft tho 
roricors available to hln, doeidod upon the n^nnor in "hlch those 
passod on requlroncnts wore to bo net. to dlfforentlatlonc vcm 
nndo in our roouosts as to dooostie or forolm workers.

With the exemption of Sastorn 
corkers and Polo# they could live in private quftytorsilf thoy 
uishod.if they roro riblo to find quaxtors. In this easo thoy 
rccoivod the established rate of coeponeatlon of HM o.50 por 
night. The caoni had an sitoaonous odninlspratlon rod woro 
supervisod and cared for In accordrnco wi th govomnent diroctivos 
by tho Goman Labor Pront. Dclora.tos of tho various natlons t 
nbn carod for tholr own nationals and ox-nlnod any conplaints 
eubnlttod by then, workod with the Gru adolnlstratlon of tho 
Goman I*ahor Pront. 

At first tho nlants Blttorfold, Tnrtonfabrlk, Pllnfabrlk rnd 
several construction fims had foundod tho cam association 
Unrlo o.7. for tho nnnrgonoot of tho forcimor cams. Thon tho 
nurfcor of forolmcr# ourloyod lneroasod considerably and noro 
crrrpn had to bo oroctod, the ewp association was dissolved

Tho so-cnllol HAD typo but (soo qrocndlx 2) sorrod nnlnly 
as qunrtors, -lth-'U.'h In an inprorod fom. Ono hut conslstod 
of 6 aloaotnc goons «>nd 1 trash ro'i. Go rurally, 16 non (8 doublo 
dockor bods according to oMtocrnrh) woro quarto rod in ono 
alooplnr mon of rpnrox. 60 souaro nrtor floor suffaco; this 
totals up to a nornal occupancy of 96 non nor hut. Wash ro'ms 
roro oithor ooulmot nith about 30 rash basins with running oat or 
rrnrod alon* tho walls or thoy contained 3 wo-oallod washing 
fountains (soo nhotorraph). Barly's statonont no to 6 tlors ,

Food rations wars baaed on regulations proscribed by law. The foreign 
workers received the sace food rations as the Gor&an heavy workers. 

As already oentioned , the tajorlty partook of coceunal feeding ; only 
Polish wceen prepared their own food and cnio thoir own purchases with 
the ration cards issued thot . A cccp-rison of tho food rations cf ths 
individual groups c-n be found in appendix U . Tho foreign workers 
were free to eat thoir cidday noal in the plant canteen cr eat in the 
caep aftor *.crk . Tho lnnt provided additional rations, such as 
vegetables, to inprove the oo*ls.

Aa was the caao with Osmans , reports had to be submitted , in onset 
Inrolvlar bre-eh of «nrlcyr%eo» contract, T*leh at far-asl the f^rol -nors 
rcTo. Wfeccrnod, »-i nmetic*llr.**ni***uit to leavlnr tfhe Uehllty 
rnl thb o/vm. ■ - » 
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Internal caasuros , such as fines etc. were usually applied in cases 
cf loafing . There were no prison cells in our eacp. Escaped workers , 
sc far as they wore v prehended by the authorities without the holp 
of the plant , ware transferred to a Workers Training Cacp , Such 
workers were often reallocated to us . *e then ascertained several 
tinea that these people were in a poor state of health . On orders 
of the plant adainistration , detailod reports about this , together 
with a petition to rer.ody this situation were submitted both to the 
Labor Baploycent Authorities and the higher offices of tho Goman Labor 
FVcnt , who precised to reexiy these conditions. The plant itself did 
not have a trsinp cenp nor did it have rny connection with ono 
it heard about the transfer of oacaeoA wc rigors to such can; a , only 
if thoy wero returned to the plant .

In ordsr to noooqlish this , he frequently visited the individual 
castps , =t tines alone , at other*with cyself or with gontleoan 
free the technical dejartoent responsible for construction . 

Re.crta rhout ic;ertant ovants wore rejularly sutoltted to Dr. 
Gnjewaki ( Re.: place of wotk and quarters ). 
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Oar a and kitchens were placed under self-adcinistr*.tion in order 
to percit thee to exert the greatest possible influence end to 
exercise the beat feasible control . Through supervision cf the 
entire ' distribution and accounting , a guarantee was given that 
the inflates received the full oncunt of raticna to which they were 
entitled . 

In the be.-dnnii^ cf I'ay 1945 I visited Otr 1 with Major Inui# , 
the ccenAndin: officer of Kroia Bitterfeld , and Aoorican Medical 
Officers..Kejor Lcuia called the dele-atee of the various nations 
together , ,svo thee instructicns as to their behaviour and inquired 
into their wished. Ko cccplaints wero node cn this occasion by the 
delegatea with regard tc treatment in forser tines. Her did the 
American officers lodge any objections with regard to the equlp- 
oond of our ecnp . 

With regard to the statecents cf the foraor foreign workers Donat 
Birly and Jean van L'cl who* being lnterro;«ted , I wish to state 
the following i 

The stateoents cade by both concerning the meber of hours worked 
do not correspond to facts. Enclosed ie a surr-ary of the days 
and hours worked by then during V rlous norths of their eoploycent

At tho ond of IToror.ber 1941 500 Soviet prioonere of war were 
assigned to our building project in Landsberg/ far the. Due to malnutri¬ 
tion over a long period of tine and exposure In carps under tho cpon 
sicy a large nuaber of these prisoners were in euch poor health that 
numerous deathe occurrod right after their arrival in Landsberg. Proa 
rop.orts of eye-witnesses we learnod that alroady at the station in 
Landsberg when the prisoners of war were 1 *evl'.tg the cars 
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a number of thee in Tory critical condition had collapiod.

Ihase were not the only prisoners of war working at the Landsberg 
building project. 7a® first one* we had were aainly S or him prisoners 
of wer, later on also ?reach, ill of the® were in good health and no 
difficulties can® up. Yith the Serbian prisonor* of war especially 
our experience* were very good. 

The prisoners of war were housed in cups of barrack* Just like 
the foreign worker*. The carp* were located on the faotory premises 
but outside of the factory fenc* and had been erected and furnished 
by our fire. All the rooa* could be heated, first each roco separate¬ 
ly, later on with stean heating. 3ach person had a bed with a paillasse 
and blankets. The whole earn wra provided with one delousing station 
and a laundry. 

The barracks of the Soviet-Sussian prisonor* of war was also within 
the cam. It was furnished Just like the other*. 3y order of the 
ailitary authorities it had to be surrounded by a double borled wire 
fence, ais was ths only diffsronco between it and the rest of the 
canp. It was all COn?i;toi when the Russian prisoners of war arrived 
and was ready to be used at onco. In the ousp were barracks for the 
military 
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guard? who had charge of the prisoners. Forrally drill an a were 

not admitted. 

Vhercas the German and foreign drill an workers received nodical 
care froa the plant physician and the (partly foreign) cacp physicians, 
the nodical attention for the prisoners of war also was regulatod by 
the Arsed Forces. As far as I can reaenher there was always a nodical 
sergeant who was subordinate to the Stalag - or station hospital ply- 
sician, on duty in the camp of the Soriet prisoners of war. 

Tlie upkeep of the cusps was the responsibility of the welfare 
bureau (later personnel section) of the plant. It was traditional with 
our Konse/n to be generous in all problocs of welfaro, and we llvod 
up to this tradition also during the war in spite of all the difficul¬ 
ties. It goes without saying that tho offorts to prorido good hous¬ 
ing conditions Included the prisoners of war of all nationalities exact¬ 
ly like the Geraan and foreign clrilirn workers. v ere coy be pointed 
out that our exemplary way of housing was repeatedly acknowlodgod froa 
various sides. 

In accordance with official regulations, the cusps of tho German 
and foreign civilian workers were until about the end of 1942 under 
the administration of the DAT (Geraan Labor Tront). This ^jpliod also 
to the procurocent and distribution of victuals end seels, 
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Ml:cross tie Zonzcrn bed to proride the kitchen* end their furnishings. 
She administrative work of the DU w?s very expensive for us; ve were 
coreover convinced that we ourselves could take care of the caa> inaates 
auch better than the HAT. Ve, therefore, put forth great efforts to 
get the adoinistration into our own hands and were then probably one 
of the first concerns from whose carps adninistration the HA? withdrew 
and whose oops were aanaged by the Konzern. 3y buying on the oldo at 
higher prices we were ablo to izprovo the food situation, Pho rations 
in our caops woro considerably higher than those of the Ceraan populat¬ 
ion at the sane tire. 

The feeding of the prisoners of war including the Soviet Russian* 
was regulated according to special directivo* of the Arnod Forces. A 
special kitchen was provided in which the cooking was done under the 
supervision of the nllltary guards. Tor this Job tho plant hired a 
000 k whose nano (Krause) had been supplied by the DU and ho had two 
or three Ceraan women and soverol Russian holpors. To ny knowlodge 
tho rations to the kitchens were also supplied through the DU. Ojore 
were, ns far km I ronenber, certain differences in tho fooding but 
whether It was in quantity or quality, I cannot recall. On tho plant** 
sido everything was dono to obtain bettor food for the Russian pri¬ 
soners of wer by appoaling to tho nilitary 
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(Stalag) P-8 mil a* to the civilian authorities. Ve did this as, a 
uattcr of coarse for social reasons as well as because we were inter¬ 
ested to aako profitable workers out of the Soviet-Russian prisoners 
of war. In spite of aany prcaisos.wo received no help through official 
channels. The chief of our wolfare bureau hiaself tried to get addi¬ 
tional food for the whole ca^>. The Russians also received of this 
and I do reaenber that additional warn food was given out to the 
Hussions on the Gliding site. 

About January 1942, it was reported to ne that tho oook Krause was 
under suspicion of having alsappropriated victuals froa tho Russian 
kitchen. This roport caae fron the coa ander of the Ruisian caup, 
technical sorgoant Sooner fold. This I caused to bo investigated at 
onco; the ailltary authorities also bad tho case investigated by a 
court officer. Although tho investigatlona brought no dofinito 
proof, corsunicatlons fron tho welfare bureau gave no tho inproeeion 
that the cook was not honost. Ve suspocted but could not provo it 
that tho cnap leader of tho DA7 with Krause's assistance was involvod 
In soao andorhandod nanipulations which offooted tho wholo wq (not 
only tho kltchon for the Russians). I, therefore, considered the 
cook as inposslblo end saw to it that ho was glvon notlco at once.

1 nc caking the subsequent statements according to ny host knowl- 
odgo, rolying, for ny observations, puroly on neoory. 1 havo no fllos 
whatever concerning thooo natters to which apply tho following prrticu- 
lars: 

The Oornnn Vohraacht was exclusively in charge of tho caro and super¬ 
vision of tho Russian prisoners of war In Landsborg. Xllitary sontrlos 
lod thoso prisoners to and froo their placo of work, and gunrdod thoa 

also during tho ontlro working tlno. They wore employed

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mainly at roed levelling work. Forking orders were issued to the 
Russians hy officials of outside building fixss engaged by us in 
Landsberg. 

The Russians were housed in a part of our barrack e-coup. which was 
separated by a doable row of barbed wire fend located adjacent to, but 
outside the plant. This barbed wire fence constituted the only diffe¬ 
rence between their housing and that of the rost of the caffp whero 
those Ceraans and foreigners lived who worked for us in Landsborg. 

All barracks in the cecp had the use furnishings and sanitary 
oqulpoent. Only onco, through the intervention of our plant protect¬ 
ion seryico and u n de r the guidance of the caip guard detail's corporal 
on duty, did I have an opportunity to Inspect the Russian prisoners 
cfu*>. Thus, without being accoqjanied, it wns iapossiblo to onter thore. 
At that tine I saw the barracks for the guard detAll as woll as thoso 
in which the Russians lived. The oqolpcent of all those barracks 
was equal, their cloanllnosg beyond reproach and up*to tho •rao stand¬ 
ards. 

The output of tho Russians was ox treacly low. dnly p part of thtsa 
ftppoared for work which was as sign od by tho guards.

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fraz industry at the beginning of spring in order to be put to work In

?arben»s Lendsbcrg/Varthe plant. I aa caking the subsequent affidavit 
concerning the eoploynont of Hue a 1 an prisbnors of war In the Landsberg 
plant free approximately the beginning of Dececber 1941 until the spring 
of 1942. I know that by rendering a false affidavit I would aake nyself 
subjoct to punishment. 


Upon request of the labor office, tho Stalag shipped prisoners of 
war to work In Lmdsberg on the ‘♦ortho (river). The nllitory cosnndor 
was In chargo of the caro and fooling, tho food rations boing dolivorod 
according to orders issued by the ailltary authorities, fron the DAT 
(German Labor Front) camp. in whose kitchen, at first, woro also pre¬ 
pared tho meals. 


The Hussions woro housed in Fhrbon barracks whose srnitnry standards 
woro above reproach. In order to provont opidcnics. tho dolouslng 
equipaont end bathing facilities were increased, indoed, to such a do- 
CTco that tho DAT cau* loader cor^lAlned through tho coap nnnrgooont to 
party outhorltlos about tho Russians being pic^orod. The local Jcti 
party conegonent of ton expressed its reproaches because the Goraan 
workers who had coco there woro hardly so veil ti*en care of 
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** the Russians, In spite of all the hygienic care provided, sone 2ue- 
airaa died alre-dy imediately efter their arrival, a fr.ct which was due, 
however, to their insufficient housing and feeding in tho erea of nili- 
t pry oporations. 

She Russians were not enployed in tho factory hut at construction 
vorlc, end because of their poor health duo to undernourishaont, they 
were used only for light labor. The company's frequent offort* to 
procuro in a legal aanner additional supplies froa the food office for 
the Russians wore unsuccessful because, concerning thoir rations, too, 
they were under al lit ary Jurisdiction, and becauso the DA? ca^> was do- 
clarod as being in chrrgo of this natter. Upon the corpany'e repoatod 
requoots, tho "Haupt~Stal«g» sent a Colonal Graf (count) Sc hack for a 
visit. Ho was plainly told about the li^jossible oonditions to which 
tlio Russian prisoners of war woro subjoctod. Graf Sc hack pronisod to 
use his efforts to get a better food supply and to tako back Into tho 
Stolag cocp tho non who woro uaablo to work. However, sinco this pro-

also by tho representative of the uilitrjy authorities was not kept, 
tho Lendsborg conpany renewed its reports about the iapossiblo condi¬ 
tions in question to all authorities concerned. 

Colonel Graf Scheck arrlvod about two uonths lator for a second 
visit at which occasion he was unoqulvOcally and unalstekably told that 
ho had not fulfilled his proaisos. There followed 
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a very excitod nrguaent between the colony npnpgeaent and the Colonel, 
roBolting in the Colonel's threatening the plant npapger with a challenge 
to a duol. Also preeent at the «ocond discussion were Toldwebel (Tech. 
Sergeant) Sonnerfeld, who was in charge of the Russian cr-ap. So=Jorfold, 
who was known to ho lucking with all ceans for promotion.to the rani: of 
officer, naturally took the viewpoint that the ni lit ary authorities wore 



not lnvolvod In the death incidence and ho supported his superior, Co¬ 
lonel Grnf Schack, in his attitude gainst the Landshorg corynny. Re¬ 
sponsibility for the locking lisprorcoent of the Russians' health wi\s 
chargod hy Soaaarfold priaarily to the CJJ, and in addition to the aens 
nnnogor Erauso, and he even asserted that Sriuse and Hildebrandt wero 
ouheixllng the caap's foodstuffs. However, an investigation hy the 
ailltary administration through a court office was unable to support 
tho accusations against tho ness -onager Krause; it is hard to under¬ 
stand that this court offico did not investigate the incidents tefcing 
placo in tho DAT caqj - probably becauso a party affiliation was in¬ 
volved. Ruaors in Landshorg began to oirculato according to which 
fcrnuso, tho nose chief, and Hi ldobrr*ndt, the DA7 cie* administrator, 
woro lnvolvod in illicit ronovals of food.

I want to stftto In conclusion that the Landuborg coupony had only 

dleegrocablo oxporlonces by coploying Russians, and tho buildlr^ flrns 

had to show exponsoo only without corresponding rosults. As already 

nontioned at tho beginnlr^, the Landsborg coqjnay was steadily exposod 

to roproachos for Its energetic nnd expeditious Increase of sanitary 

facilities. Aoongst others, eren tho Landsberr Sioeaakor's Guild coo- 

plalnod because tho shoo rjpair shop lnstrllod for tho Russians nondod

tholr shoos quickly, whllo Oortmns had to run around in poor shoes. !he 
local 1'axl party aanagocont did not oron hosltate to call 7 nr bon a "band 
of international capitalists*, who, bocouse of international capital 
(connections) hod in wnrtlcos the extraordinary adrant^o of haring tholr 
plants spared bccblngs. 
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The relation* between the Lendsterg plant sanageaent and the party 
aathorities vero tense to *uch a degree that the plant Banker wns even 
threatened with being shot, because he adTOcated the removal of wcnen, 
children end the sick before the Russian occupation, and one wanted to 
lodge charges against hin before the People's Court oven after the 
plant’s evacuation.

I got to know Herr Goholmrat BOSCH more closely in 1937, when he 
took over the offioe of president of tho Kalsor-Hllhelm-Socioty. 

Prom that time on, I was managing chairman of the Kaiaer-'dlhelm- 
Society and therefore met frequently Horr Gehelnrat BOSCH offioially. 
I also oado longer trips together with him and boliovo to havo 
boon close to him, as can to man, and to have known him well. 
Goholmrat BOSCH accepted the office of president somewhat 
reluctantly, since his activities with I.G* oado great demands 
on him already. Finally, ho decided to accept tho office though - 
in my opinion, in order to protoot Goman sc lone o and research 
through his poreonal influenco and to avert any posslblo inter¬ 
ference on tho part of the National-Socialist roglmo. Whan we 
two woro alone, Geheimrat BCSCH frequently dlocu^od with no 
political and economic matters. Ho vehemently rojocted National- 
Socialism and usod very strong language when speaking of tho regime 
itself as well as of individual leading personalities. I should 
like to coapara his attitude of rejection with that of his pre¬ 
decessor, Goholmrat PLANCK, whoa I havo known since 1930. 
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(page 2 of original) 

Due, howeVerj to hia different temperament* Geheimrat BOSCH gave 
vent to his feelings frequently without restraint and even in 
public, while Goholnrat PLANCK was sore above things. 

I recccber one evening, whon Geheinrat BOSCH and I had dinner 
together at the Europaeische Hof in Heidelberg. During tho con¬ 
versation, he becane so teoporaaental and criticised tho National 
Socialist government so aevoraly and loudly that he attracted the 
attention of the other people and I had to warn him. I also 
roooobor a meeting (I think of tho Deutscho Uuasum in Munich) whon 
Goholnrat BOSCH had to make the official speoch and toast HITLER. 
About 500 people wore present, a=ong then leading personalities 
such ns the Gauleiter and othors. Many of thoso prosont folt 
that in his speech, Goholnrat BOSCH was criticising HIIUR, and 
tho result was that icmediatoly aftor the apooch the Gauloiter 
requested Herr BOSCH to stay away froc tho official dinner to which 
Gehoimrat BOSCH had been Invited, as the son t prominent personality 
of industry, by the Gauleiter. On his return to Hoidelberg tho 
same day, Goholnrat BOSCH was notified that ho had boon prohibited 
from making p\i>lic speeches and any public appearances. 

Gohoimrat BOSCH was a convinced opponent of any war; in his opinion 
war, in evory and any case, was crasy and an injustico against 
humanity. 

Sometimes, Gehoimrat BOSCH also talkod with me about the new 
inventions of the 1.0. He was never interested in their possible 
use for war; on the contrary, he regarded all scientific disooveries 
from a much higher level, i.e. from the point of view, how they 
eould be put to the service of mankind. I remember for Instance 
once, when be spoke with great pride 
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of the discoveries In the field of color-photography, which hcd been 
oftdo at ' OLFFEJ.' and which meant that one had gotten ahead of tho 
American Kodak - Cocpany.

Oeheimrat BOSCH did not think that Germany could win the war, on 
the other hand, however, he believed that under the oxiating cir¬ 
cumstances it was impossible to offor rosistanco to tho orders of 
the Reioh government. 

His spiritual rejection of National Socialism, his condemnation of war 
and tho knowledge of bolng powerless in tho face of tho devolopaent 
of things, froquontly brought about a doep mental depression of 
Gehoimrot BOSCH, when ho lost his f*lth in tho world's roaeon and 
hicnmtnoss. 

Concerning wolfare problems of tho osployoes of tho Kaisor-Vilholo- 
Socioty, I always swt with full understanding and groat holpfulnose 
on tho port of Gcholmrot BOSCH. It did not natter to him whother 
superior or subordinate omploycos wore concerned, all could bo suro 
of his intorost. As to the solootion of our leading scientists, ho 
was of tho opinion that of courso thoy should bo highly qualified 
In thoir fiold of teitneo, but bssldcs.a decont character was 
necessary, ’Ihen Judging a porson, he att»chod ospocial valuo to 
tho humrn factors. Porsons, known to bo ardent followers of National 
Socialism, ho treatad with mistrust, for their way of thinking ms 
absolutoly incomprehensible to him. 

I hnve always admired Herr Goholmmt BCSCH aa a genius of universal 
knowledge and as a man of groat kindness and integrity.

I bollovo I renenbor with certainty that DUISBIRO did 
so. At any rate, he onorgeticdlly backod HINDENBURG'a 
re-oleotlon. So also did tho I.G. Verwaltungsrat in 
which DUISBERG played a loading role, and aftor a dlo- 
oueslon with Roloh Chancellor BRUENINO thoy decided to 
moke a vory substantial contribution to the elootion 
fund. 

13. ) What is your opinion on Oohelnrat BOSCH's personality? 

Answor; • 

To me, os to tho overwhelming majority of all persona 
working for tho I.O., Carl BOSCH ms an outstanding 
personality, both os regards to his character, and as 
on industrial leador who looked ohoed and who thought 
In torns of international ooonooy , but also because of 
his distinguished work as a chemlsit and physicist, and 
his great succeasos, particularly in tho field of high 
pressure synthesis. Ono may safely say that everywhere 
In the I.G., he was esteemed and admired as the eminent 
lntelleotual leader of whom overyone was proud.

By hlo vory disposition, BOSCH was a trUo South-

Answor: 

In political nattoro BOSCH often consulted with Pro¬ 
fessor Dr-. HU.J.EL, the former State President of 


Baden (Democrat), also with me, the decided S13ESE- 
HANN follower (Deutsohe Yelkspartel), probably also 
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with Gehoimrat BUECHZR, head of the AEG, who, for 
a tine, also worked for the I.O. as BOSCH's economic 
advisor. Furthermore, BOSCH frequently discussed 
political questions with Herr von LIRSNER, Herr von 
SIL'SON, Clemens LALKER8 (a former Centrum polltloian), 
and Professor FLECHTHEIIi. 

18. ) Did BOSCH do anything to bring about a Franco- 
Gerraan understanding? 

Answer: 

BOSCH was vory Interested in a Franco-Gorman under¬ 
standing and supported tho foreign political ooopora- 
tion of 8TRESEMANN-BRIAND. Furthermore, ho was 
interested in the Pan-European Movement of Count 
COUD&NHOVEN and took stops to see that the I.O. par¬ 
ticipated financially in a conmlttoo of eoonoraists 
in support of this movement.

BOSCH always apoke for the support of the Frankfurt

24. ) Did the Z.G. Earbenindustrio support any othor 
newspaper?

At my suggestion the I.G. spent considerable sums 
In ordor to place a newspapor at STRESEUANN's dis¬ 
posal as a mouthpiece for his political Ideas.

jaent of tho International ✓.dvertisin:; Beard with the In- ; 
tornaticnal Chrmber of Coe_:orco in Faria. Tho edvortisinc 
for °erncn products abroad wee carried out in cl^so coopera- 
lien with the forsl^i Fair eospanios, Chaebors of Cooncreo 
and foroicn c^ornnents. 

Tho Advertising Board had n: political tasks to ful¬ 
fil. Exposition* of political and crtiotlc nature wore not 
aubjoct t. tho law concerning cooeoercial advertising. The 
Foroicn Offico and tho Ministry of Propaganda had expli¬ 
citly prohibited any political pr.pa u anda thr-ujh tho Adver¬ 
tising Board.

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after 1953 which had no practical possibility of any effect or 
influence and which soon died a natural death.

’hat does tho Advertising Council want? 

By Erwin FDCCEJiZSLL'8, sansgor at the /.dvertising Council of 

Gorcan Economy. 

Thera have boon disseminated lately ruaours of so absurd a 
kind concerning tho intentions and tasks of the Advertising 
Council that it has become necossiry to outline briefly and in 
a cloar manner the iraodiato intentions of tho Advertising 
Council. The implementation regulations supplementing tho Law 
of 12 Soptccbor ieposo upon tho Advertising Council its 
oconomic tasks and givo it tho powor to csrry then out. How- 
over, in order to bo ablo to work effectively for tho Gomnn 
political econcoy, it is iaportrnt to organito, abovo all, tho 

Council of Conran Economy is not inclined to hsnpor oil those 
who moke economic propaganda according to sound business 
principles. Quito on tho contrary, tho sain task of tho ..d- 
vertising Council is to further advertising in any concolvsbl o 
eranor, and to point out to the Gorman pooplo as a wholo tho 
vnluo and necessity of economic propaganda. Tho only thing tho 
Advertising Council is going to oppose is abuses of economic 
propaganda. 

In doing this, the Advertising Council will pay spocirl 
nttontion to tho protection of th-. Gormn local and landscrpo 
scenorius. This 
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docs by no roans imply that the Advertising Council is going 
to forbid every kind of outdoor advertising. Outdoor advertising 
as it is boing done, with an utrost lack of taste, by many firms, 
has irritated large sections of the population to such a dogroo 
that thoy now '■aise the demand, inimical to economy, for olini- 
nation of ovory sort of outdoor advertising. But Just ca im¬ 
portant as the beauty of Goretn local and lands capo sceneries, 
is tho maintenance and proeotion of working posAilitlcs. Tho 
Advertising Council is not going to go free one extreme to 
anothor, but will systematically guido outdoor advertising, which 
is so nocoasary, along tho right way, thus doing Justico both to 
good taato and to the requirements of oconoey. Tho Advertising 
Counoil will issue dotailed regulations concorning tho futuro 
shaping of outdoor advertising. It would bo a mistoko to with¬ 
hold ordors until theso regulations have boen issuod bocauso tho 
Advertising Council will naturally provido provisional crrangooontq 
for a smooth transformation. It is explicitly stressed onoe more 
that according to the law concorning Economic Propaganda datod 
12 Soptaabor, the Advertising Council is the supervisory agunoy 
for the whole propaganda soctor. In caso some authorities should 
want to prohibit outdoor advertising, tho question should bo 
oxaminod whothor thoy aro authorised under tho law to do so. 

If, in accordance with tho Law concorning Soonocic Propaganda, 
any economic propaganda nay bo made in futuro only by thoso 
persons who ore in possession of s licenso issuod by tho Advertising 
Council, this does not =*sn that tho Advertising Council now 
Intends to chock on ovory advertlsao-nt, avory bill, ivory ad¬ 
vertising lettor 
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(page 3 of original) 

and every prospectus, before they are being published. The 
propagators of such nxaours apparently are not aware that such a 
task could not be mastered at all In practice. 

Lest there should be caused even the slightest stagnation, 
the Advertising Council in its second proclamation has in almost 
all cases given general or overall permission to advertisers to 
cake economic propaganda. The gist ef the Law is contained in the 
provision granting the Advertising Council the right to withdraw 
of its own in each individual case any general or overall per¬ 
mission. The permission to oako economic propaganda will, of courao, 
again be withdrawn only from those - in this caso, howevor, 
ruthlessly - who believe that they oay continue injuring the re¬ 
putation of tho German economic propaganda by means of fraudulent 
circulation figures,non-cccpllance with rates or by other unfair 
business manipulations. Ikon these dubious eleaients within tho 
German economy, the Advertising Council is going to forco docont 
business principles. There has been sn Advertising Protective 
Association (Rsklar.sschutiverband) for 25 years, and for docados 
the various associations have negotiated with osch othor in ordor 
to bring about clear and docent conditions. Practico has shown 
that the course pursued so far did not lead to the goal, and that 
ia why the Advertising Council of Gerron Economy oust now inter¬ 
fere by using tho severest instrument of power existing within 
economic propaganda - 
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- the cancellation of permission. 

But not only In this negative sense will the Advertising 

Council restore confidence in the value of advertising, but nlso 

by positive measures does it intend to facilitate utilisation of 

the means of propaganda and thus introduce cony ne» custonwrs to 
who 

all thoso/place means of propaganda at the disposal of economy. 
Some very satisfactory announcements of the Advertising Council 
will appear on this subject in the noarest futuro. It is pointod 
out in this connection that it is absolutely devious to allow 
onosolf to bo confusod by any rumours whatsoover that night 
omorgo anew. Ho who, ns a respectable merchant, nrkos propa-anda in 
a decent fora needs not restrain himself in any way in his dis¬ 
positions. Evory new announcement of tho Advertising Council will 
novor provont advertising but always promote it. Every new 
announcement of tho Advertising Council will hurt only thoao 
who boliovo that they ccy oporato within this important economic 
branch with unfair aethods or any methods detrimental to political 
oconocy. 

From the second announcement of the Advertising Council it 
follows furthermore that tho tax of 2 % is levied not upon tho 
advertisor, nor upon the advisor on publicity, nor upon tho ad¬ 
vertising broker, but sololy and exclusively upon tho advertising 
agency, that is to say from tho ono who executes tho advertising. 
Every publisher, overy bill-board fora and overy other advertising 
agency will readily pay this 21-tax for the amalgamation of 
publicity; for as a result of tho hitherto existing uncontrolled 
conditions ho had to sacrifice considerably higher sums without 
gutting anything in return. The 
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Advertising Council provides for fair conditions and uses tho 

• 

tax for the promotion of advertising, be that for communal '.dver- 
tising or othor propaganda measures important to political cconoay 
Assurance is given in any caso that the tax will benefit tho payor 
It is,of courso.icpossibls for tho Advertising Council to 
solvo the tasks conferred upon it within sooe few woeks. But it 
say bo oxpcctod that all cconocic circles will eooporato so 
eagerly in building up German advertising as to establish in this 
field also the basis for e rovival end for n<*» procurement of 
work.

The National Advertising Council regulates the advertising business.

On 1 January 1934 th*; third and fourth announcement of tho 
National Council of Gorman Economy will bucooo cffactlvo. Tho 

third announcement which, with tho exception of directories, will

apply to all publications containing .-dvortisoraanta, stipulates 
additional conditions, under which concorcinl ubliclty by .leans 
of advertisomonts is or will bo oarrlttod. Khoover thoroforo carries 
out after 1 January 1934 ccerorcinl advertising by coons of nd- 
vortisamonts, which moans, docs advertising, advises, carrios out 
or nogotiatca advcrtisocents, is bound by low, to obs-rvo tho 
regulations of tho National Advertising Council, othorwiso ho will 
run.tho risk, of tho Advertising Council cancelling his permit for 
coccorcial advertising. 

It stands to reason, that tho National Advertising Council 
did not iesuo such swooping regulations, which ro-org*.ni*o radically 
tha ontlro advortislng-businoss, without first of all having 
ontorod into consultation with tho oconorlc clrolos conoornod. 

Tho dsoisivo factor concorning tho introduction of regulations, 
was tho dosiro not to put hampering restrictions upon advertising, 
but on tho contrary, to froiliata it as much ns possiblo.

Tho wish, the fulfillment of which has boon fought for by tho 
ontiro advertising business, the

Tho ififlzo of the 29 rulers, the thousnds of discounts and 
business condl'ions will rlso have been settl-d by tho boginning 
Of next year. 

Tho standardization of the colurn-width for advertisooents 'dll 
bo carried out without effecting the character of a publication, 
its aizo or its tsxt. The publlshor will bo able to chooso bot- 
wocn two kinds of column-width, tho 22 l’iUinotor sr.’ll-colunn- 
width and the 46 Milllmoter largo column-width. In tho futuro 
thcroforo, tho making of a single, straight-coluanod clichi will 
bo sufficient, to insert an advertisement uniforrly in cny 
publication, which is not pagod oxclusivcly in a apoclfic ordor. 

Xhoovor had anything to do with advertising, will doubtloss 
roalito tho ianonso advantages, *iich this standardization will 
bring for the ndvortisers as well as tho publishers, tho advertising 
brokors and last but not least, the clich^-flrrs. As of 1 Jan 
1934 thoro will bo ooo rulor onlj, tho nSlliootor-rulorl Tho 
discount for repeated publication will bo grontod uniformly for 
all publications. Every advertising person knows therefore, that 
ho -ill rccoivo for instanco a discount of 1(X for an advertiso- 
aont which he insorts 12 tiaos. In tho caso of quantity Jobs 
tho Advortising Council has listed four stages of discounts 
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A, B, C or D. In tho future the discount tariff B will bo sufficient 
for tho advortisor to know which quantity discount he will rocoivc 
froo tho publisher. »»hllst sotting up the discount rates, tho 
advertising Council roalixed, that tho publisher,when fixing tho 
basic price,has to tako into consideration tho highost discount, 
deoended of hia. Tho Advertising Council h r .s thoroforo roooved 
tho abuse of tho 50-80JC discount and has established tho juaxioum 
discount as low as possible with 20<. It is ono of tho n»st in>- 
portant duties of the publishor to nako it dear ovor and ovor 
ngdn to tho big advertiser that honest, low basic pricos will 
servo his purpose Just tho s«uao as tho "discounts of 50 and 10 
and 5< grentod as an oxcoption as a gosturo of friendship, "which 
prudontly had to bo takon into acoount, when fixing tho basic rato. 

In tbo future, howevor, not only the big advortisor, but 
also tho nodiue and saall advertiser will h»vo tho satisfaction of 
an honest not prico. 

Aftor due deliberation, every big advortisor will soo this 
point and will evon wolcoce this social non euro of tho Advertising 
Council. 

To forbid tho granting of discounts as a wholo, would havo 
boon a rolnpee into another wrong oxtreec. Nor could tho Ad¬ 
vertising Council see its way to rccovo the discount for roponted 
publication. It ie of course unjust to grant a porson who rarely 
advortisoe, but,whon doing so,usee ft whole pago or half a pego, « 
lower rebate than tho other, -jvon,if insorting an advertieo- 
a'-nt 
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52 tiaes, uses only a fraction of a *hole page. The discount for 
repeated publication, however, is the disoount of the snail 
advertiser, who suet rocolve an acknowlodgcoont for his froquent 
advertising free tho publisher. This discount cay bo a hundrod 
tines unjust according to purely capitalistic thinking but it 
furthors advertising and it is social in the best sense of tho 
word. The removal of this discount would not help the big 
advortiser. 

The discounts with regard to quantities havo boon fixod by 
tho Advertising Council purposely in that wny, that a codiun 
advortisor will also bo able to rocoivo tho rraxioun. It is wrong 
free tho const or eial point of view to doterrino the noodod nunbor 
of linos for tho onxisua discount according to tho roquiraconts of 
tho ton biggest advertisers. The orjdjnn discount is not a ra ard 
for rooord nehiovenents of a few big advortlsors, but should bo 
an attainable goal for as cany advortlsors ns possiblo.

"fith his third announcement tho advertising Council rccovos 
in addition tho thousands of contract- conditions, which hithorto 
each publlshor h'd mdo according to his own opinion. Thoir placo 
will bo takon by the "general business rulos in advertising 0 and 
tho "gonoral business rules for advertising agents". In those 
stipulations general businoss transaction including tho conditions 
of payaeat are now rogulatcd uniforaly for ?U publications. Tho 
publlshor has of course the right, just tho saco as tho ad¬ 
vertiser, to oake additional rules; however, those oust not bo in 
contradiction to tho gonoral 
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rules. 

Tho advertising Council binds everybody, who carries out commercial 
advertising through advertisements conform to the fixed rates. 

Privileges, exceeding tho price-list, r.ay not bo asked for or 
granted in any fora either by tho advertiser, tho advertising 
consultant, advertising agent or publisher. This strict 
obligation to keop to tho fixed price will causo ovary publiahor 
to draw up his price-list in tho future only eftor the rx>st 
thorough deliberation. Ho will abovo all have to bo caroful 
not to bind hicsolf by additional and too strict rules, which fill 
hampor his advertising business and could only bo sottlod by 
drawing up a new prlco-list.

The advortisor is particularly protected from / unjustificblo 
incroano of tho advertising prices throurh ficuro 13. Tho trans¬ 
fer- regulations grant tho right to ccntinuo all ordors which 
woro placed boforo 1 January 1934 on tho basis of tho old con¬ 
tracts until 30 Juno 193*.. In many craos it will Boroly bo 
nocosscry to convert tho b*.slc price nocordlnr to tho column- 
standard and tho aillimstoiwaoasurosont. The rocMning ordors, 
which havo to be carried out aftor 30 Juno 1934, will have to bo 
re-evaluated according to tho now price list and nro to bo oorriod 
out in confomanco with tho now rules. 

The Advertising Council is attacking vary firmly tho abuses 
with regard to fraudulent figures of circulation. This post in 
the Gorman advortising business rust bo ullolnatod ruthlessly, 
and it is hopod that it will rot bo nocossnry any nore in tho coming 
year to mention tho word "circulation-fraud* et all.

The regulations of the Advertising Council pertaining to the 
circulation-data are particularly strict. But the honest publisher 
is not to be made to suffer in any way cause of the forcer 
business practices of dishonest rivals. T^'e publisher can state 
the circulation in a manner which will leave the layman unaffected 
and will not lead to «unjustifiable scranfcle for higher 
circulation figures, loreover, it will bo a gratifying task for arf 
participants to convince the advertiser, that the extent of the 
circulation alone is not the decisive factor for the appraisal of 
the advertising value of a publication. 

In addition to the publisher, the responsible head of the 
advertising dopartoent is also responsible in the futuro for the 
execution of the regulations of tho Advertising Council. Ho must 
bo named in evory masthead. By thoso moans only will it bo 
possible to keep professionally unsuitable persbns out of tho 
advertising business. Every publisher is of course responsible 
for tho business practices of his agent and sinco he will not bo 
very keen that his permit, allowing him to continue to publish 
advortiamaonts in his paper, bo cancellod, he will tako good caro 
in tho future, that ho is reprosontod only by professionally 
suitablo and rollablo persons. Thus tho standard of tho adv rtiaing 
agents will bo raised in the simplest mnner.

I cono to Vionna in May 1938 in ordor to colla¬ 
borate in tho inoipiont taking ovor and reorganiza¬ 
tion, rospootlvoly, of tho Carbidworko Doutsch-Natroi 
:..C., which for ovor 15 yoars woro olosoly associated 
with tho I.G., and of tho powder factory Skoda-'.Torko 
Wotzlcr ;..G., for whoso sharo-holdlngs tho I.G. was 
alroady at tho timo negotiating with tho crodit insti¬ 
tution V/ionor Bankvoroin ...G. Upon oonoluslon of tho 
negotiations with tho bank, which hcd boon oonductod 
on a puroly prtveto ocononic basis in an irroproach-. 
ablo raannor without tho uso of any prossuro whotovor, 
and which brought tho bank a high jrlco in oxcoss of 
tho valuo of tho powdor faotory which was not woll 
groundod financially, thoro bogan a livo activity in 
planning. ;.t first thoro took placo tho amalgamation 
of tho two firms into the Donauchonio ...G., which 
with its plants roprosontod approximately from 20 - 
25 i. of tho capacity of tho choralcal industry of 
Austria, in which connection tho two analganatod 
corapanios woro approxiaatoly oqual in tholr importanco 
fro Vorstand of tho Donauchonio, of 
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which I was a member 3ince the formation of this 
company in 1939, undertook tho dovolopaont of tho 
plants with tho aid of tho I.G., with the goal of 
increasing the yiold of tho plants by oxponding 
thorn, abovo all to moot tho -ncroased civilian 
Austrian requirements. Thus in tho courso of tho 
following years a nodorn oloctrolytlo sulfonlo acid 
plant was sot up in Noosbiorbaum, moreover, a largo- 
scalo pier was constructed on the Danube by moans of 
which tho plant was brought into direct contact with 
tho Ettnubo navigation syston. In order to sot up 
thoso plants tho area of Moooblorbaum was enlarged to 
about 300 hoctars through the acquisition of 200 hoc- 
tors, in ordor to render possiblo above all tho con- 
otructlon of workers' sottlononts. Moroovor, the 
plant Bruookl was nodornizod by tho introduction of 
outaido curront in addition to a tochnical altera¬ 
tion of tho procoos; tho only carbido plant locatod 
In Austria, namoly tho ono In Landock was odaptod 
to tho Austrian donand by tho dovolopraont of tho 
wator-powor and tho sottlng-up of a second carbido 
furnace. This was ossontial, bocauso tho plant 
Lend in Salzburg, which was Swiss property, discon¬ 
tinued tho production of carbido in 1938 and was 
oonvortod to aluminum production. To my knowlodgo 
tho fornor powdor factory has novor produced carbido. 

Tho I.G. has not dismantled a singlo plant in 
Austria and transforrod tho same to tho Altroich; on 
tho contrary it has nado a substantial contribution 
to tho industrial dovolopaont of the country through 
investments ranging botwoon the amounts of 10 - 12 
million RH. . . -.'1 
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Of the formorly affiliated shops of the powder factory 
the Donauchonie shut down only the completely un¬ 
profitable plants of Lleaing; tho participation in 
tho government explosive plant Bluoau was already turn- 
od down in 1938. H<>wovor, thoro has never boon a 
connection with the Wnsog. For that matter tho 
Donauchomio has sorved only civilian dooands in all 
timos of production, which could hardly moot tho 
incroasod domand conditioned by the industrializa¬ 
tion of tho country. Thus it cannot bo said that 
the Donauchonie was harnessod to tho war-raachino of 
tho Reich. 

The oft-oxprssatd claim that tho I.O. controlled 
tho wholo Austrian chonical Industry is untruo. It 
sufficos moroly to montion tho lorgor ontorprisos 
on which the I.O. oxortod no lnfluonco whatovor: 
Ebonsoor Solvay-Jorko, Bloibergor Borgworksunion, 
Oostorroichisoho Chonischo Vforko ^olssonatoln, 

Chonischo Fabrik Rannorsdorf, tho ontiro Soap indu¬ 
stry and still othors. 

In rogard to porsonnol also, I.O. rospoctod all 
tho logitinato olalns of tho omployoos who woro takon 
ovor. Many a good specialist, who had to work in 
a subordinate position up to 1938, was troinod in 
the largo plants of tho I.O. and was ablo to dovolop 
his specialist knowledge or was takon over by tho 
I.O. upon his own roquost. 

Tho Vorstand of tho Donauchomio was constituted 
as follows: 

Chairnan: Dr, KUEHNE, Dr. HENNING aa tochnical 
consultant for Uoosbiorbaun, I**. HACKhOFER aa 
tochnical consultant 
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for the ot&er plants, Dr. GATTINEAU for financial 
and connor clal mat tors, Dr. .TINTEASBE3GER administra¬ 
tion and bopk-kooping. A deputy chairman of tho Vor- 
stand was not cnvisagod and thoroforo novor appointed. 
Hie salo of tho products of tho Donauchonlo was handlod 
by tho Chonlkalion-V 0 rkoufsgosollschaf t n.b.H., of 
which tho Donauchonlo was a nonbor. 

Tho logclly ostablishod appointoont of plant 
nanagors wqs rogulatod In suoh a way by docislon 
of tho Vorstand, that GATTINEAU "ho had boon moraber 
of tho Vorstand alnco 1941 bocano buelnoss nanagor 
of tho contral offico In Vionna, HEADING plant nanagor 
of Moosbiorbayn, and I plant nanagor of tho romalnlng 
plants. Thoro novor was Introduced a .unifiod works 
regulation with rospoct to tho advisory board as pro¬ 
scribed in.tho Law Rogulating Notional Labor bocauso 
of roslotanco on tho part of HENNING, Moosbiorbaum, 
nor was thoro arw appointoont of a gonoral plant 
nanagor of tho Donauchonlo. For that matter, with 
rospodt to social wolfaro aspects, Moosbiorbaum was 
eomplotoly dircctod. by tho onnonla-plant korsoburg. 

In sunning up I stato onco noro, that alnco tho 
integration of Austria Into thi Rolch, tho Donauchonlo 
with tho conploto tochnloal and financial support 
of tho I.G. took a ronarkablo turn mp«erd, in which 
connection tho expansion of tho potentialities of 
Individual products wrs undertekon only thoro whoro 
it appoerod ossontlal for tho poaco-tlno civilian 
donand. Tho taking up 
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of the production of aroanont products by the 
Donauchomio novor took placo; the snail potentiali¬ 
ties of the plants never even sufficed to ooot tho 
oivilian donand reducod by war oxigoncios. Tho now 
constructions novor woro eonplotod beforo tho conclu¬ 
sion of tho war. This also holds for tho production 
of chlorino and caustic soda et Bruockl. 

llcroovor, I maintain that I never had tho fool¬ 
ing of boing rogerded a "hostilo citizen". I don't 
suffor from inferiority conploxos, so that tho tact- 
lossnoss of poreons bolow no could not npaot my 
oquilibrlum. Fob that oattor tho toan-work with 
all tho peoplo of tho 1,0. was perfornod in a spirit 
of oxcollont comrqdoship and of a unlquo fooling 
of solidarity.

Affidavit 

I, Walter RaFELSB'SCER, at present Nuernberg, Palace of Justice, 
born on 4 August 1899 in Vienna, as aware of the fact that I make 
myself liable to punishment if I make a false affidavit. I declare 
under oath that ay statement is true and was cade in order to be 
submitted as evidence to the Military Tribunal in the Palace 
of Justice, Nuernberg. 

About one month after tho Ansclftias of Austria to tho German Roich, 
i.e. in the second half of April 193? I becaoe a state commissar 
in the Austrian private industry. Uy duty was to see to it that 
industry could with the least interference fulfil its tasks in 
the spirit of the new goverrvent. To my duties especially belonged 
the appointments to tho leading positions in industry, and also in 
certain caeos the granting of exceptional permissions to the "Decree 
Concerning the Limitation to Great Industrial Enterprises and 
Plants in Austria- of 19 larch 1938. 

In the first weeks after the Anschluss the Oesterreichlsche 
Creditanstalt Vienna like moat other enterprises in Austria might 
have met with certain difficulties. These difficulties can only 
have been of a temporary nature and at all events had no 
consequences for the company. On the one hand I owe my information 
to ay activity as a state comissar and on the other hand to my 
membership in the Aufafchtsrat of the Creditanstalt into which I 
was elected towards the end of 193* or in the beginning of 1939. 

Although Herr JOHAM was no longer Generaldirektor of the Credit¬ 
anstalt after the Anschluss, he remained a Vorstand menfcar with 
equal rights until 1945; with the exception of a short activity 
of Dr. PISCHBOEd the Creditanstalt had no Genereldirektor or

chairman of the Vorstand, but only a Vnrstand speaker in the 
person of Herr Director BUZZI during that period. Within the 
Vorstand Herr JOHAH always held an independent position 
coemenaurate with his especial abilities as a businessman. 

Although Herr JOHAN was again and again attacked by circles of 
the Creditanstalt's aaployees and by the SD, these attacks were 
not injurious to his person or to his position because I shielded 
hin against them. 

Tho Creditanstalt possessed extensive participations in Industry 
and had more the character of a holding bank than that of a 
commercial bank. It was the aim of State Industry Control to 
develop the Creditanstalt into a largo cosoorcial bank for the 
Southeast. The Vorstand, including Horr J0AH1!, had no objection 
to this plan, but *uite ccmprchtns'bly clung to the industrial 
participations as for aa possible. To a cortain extent I supported 
this policy because as far as possible I only was in favor of a 
salo of tho Creditanstalt's industrial part*clpations at a period 
of time wfion capital would have accrued to a sufficient extent in 
Austria. 

I neither know whether in the case of I.C. Farbon's purohaso of 

the Skoda-'-'etsler shares pressure was brought to boar on the 

Croditanstalt nor have I reason to assume this. Also during my 

activity as Aufsichtsrat of the Creditanstalt I at least hoard no 

suen complaint of the Creditanstalt's Vorstand. Fundamentally 

no objections of the State Industry Control in Austria existed as 

to the purchase of plants on the scale planned by I.C. F.-rtan, aa 

on the contrary a corresponding extension of these plants oould 

thereby be axpectod. That I.C. FArben was not considered as a

National Socialiat enterprise la shown by the fact that atato 
oooalaaara ware appointed to the Austrian plants of I.G. Parban. 

Referring to Herr JOHAB's stataoent, that in the sale he was 
obliged to accept Canaan paper currency instead of Austrian gold 
currency, it oust be said, that at that tico Herr JOHAk certainly 
did not value the Bark leas than tho Schilling. A loss on the 
part of the Creditanstalt in the purchaao prico oust have finally 
appeared in the balance accounts somehow; besides the Vorstand 
would have unquestionably given air to its coaplainta to ce during 
my later activity in the Creditanstalt's Aufsichtsrat, which did 
not occur.

Having workod as chief of the Agricultural -dviso ftiroau "Dehag" from 
1 February 1941 to 30 March 1945, and as export advisor and lator 
inspector of Goorgshof belonging to AC Dynrnit !!obol Proasberg, I am 
eblo to tostify tho following about Gcorgshof and Dohagi 

Goorgshof had a dual purpose: 

1) As Food Produco r, to supplement the factory oosshell menus as woll 
as tho ooployoos ordinary diet. Tho term supoliod unakimood milk, 
cattle for slaughtering, eggs, potatoes, rogotablos. 

For this purpose various nee oquipeont had to bo provided, such as a 
now cowshod, groan foddor and potato silos, ft chicken term, end sodom 
Agxfcultural ma.chinos end implements. In 1944 cnothor farm was rontod 
to supplement ell this. 

2) A s Model and atporicental Fare, Goorgshof was also utilised for 
model and oxporimontrl faming. Cultivation was intonsifiod by tho 
growing of moro vaget.-bios requiring booing, (Hrckfrucht) and scod- 
grain. The piggo y housed a recognised pedigroo hord. In addition, 
Goorgshof workod an agricultural rosearch field of 10 he for Dohcg's 
fertilisation experiments in an annual crop rotation, as woll as ex¬ 
periments with greases, green fodder and soya born specios. 
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In tho end, Gcorgohof was visited by a-ny r yicultural schools and 
groups of farmers, who wishod to acquaint theca elves with its modern in¬ 
stallations.- It also served as training and dcaonstritlon farm for 
Prossburg Agricultural College. 

The fertiliser trade company Doh'g had the task of supplying Slovac 
agriculturo with fertilizers. Dohag sold su'orphospheto from tho 3 “lovco 
factorios in Prossburg, Sillein end Kostolmy; furthenaoro, all nitric 
fortilizors :nd Thomas Phosphato imported by Germany into Slovakia, 
ns woll as lime fortilizor of the Slovac lima works, silicic acid 
"Aoasil", and sulphuric acid of Slovac production. 

To ndviso Slovac agriculture how to use thoso fertilizers efficiently, 

3 agricultural advise bureaus wore opened in Troncin, Noutra end Presov, 
thoir chiofs boins Slovacs. Expert pdvico was given free of charge 
oithor verbally or by correspondence, locturcs by exports, And in 
farmers' Journals and broadcasts; also by instituting numerous ferti¬ 
lization experiments in ovory part of tha country, as woll as publication 
of oducntional brochures rogarding tho application of fertilizers. 

Dohag worked c scientific rcsoarch field of roughly 10 ha on Ooorgohof, 
and conducted a soil examination program in all parts of Slovakia. 

Tho soil .ocoplos woro ex-mined in Dynamit !-obel's agricultural 
laboratories and tho results wero utilized by Dohag in advising agri¬ 
cultural ontorpriocs. Thoy also foraod tho basis for a soil topo¬ 
graphy of Slovakia. In order to oncour-gc cooperation with agri¬ 
cultural authorities 
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“ scientific advisory coeaittee h°.d boon forned, »*iich was cocposod of 
represontatiroa of landing agencies of Slovac ajxiculturo nnd Goroan 
fartilizor industry. conferoncos had a scientific character nnd 
sorvod tho proj**^of Slovac agriculture. 

To my knowlcdsc tho ianorted nitrogen was usod sololy for fortilizrtion 
purposes in Slov-c agricuitdre, aid it was distributed by authorized 
'goncies. 

It wp.s Dr. G. who initiated tho extension of Gcorgshof, md ho also 
errriod out tho organization of tho fichag. 

Departure with tho horse trek, which wr.s oquippod when tho Russians 
stood Just outsido Pressbhrg, end left iVorsburg on Good Fridny, 
was voluntary, exactly as in tho caso of tho othor two (trnin and 
motor) troks. I should know, because I «ys olf WJ the leader of this 
trek. . ^

I then oontinusd with my figure of speech and statod that

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On 26 October 1905 I entered the fire of a.OXHUB, 
niline Factory, in Offenbaoh on the Mein. On 1 Jenuury

quently on 6 January 1906 the entire sales department 
moved to Frankfurt on the Mein, Gutleutstr eso So.31, 
where I wes working continuously.

Not even tho oorrospondonoe 
of err rh.LFLIGER, although he wbs o member of the Vor- 
ot nd, was excoptod from this supervising eotivity, whioh 
weighed heavily on mo through the entire poriod of thoso 
yoors, lndoed norr V£33R-sndreoe required mo to do this 
quite specifically os I once ventured to drew his atten¬ 
tion to tn« foot titft *-orr HsZFLIGER wts member of the 
Vorstand and not titular direotor 
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or Prokurist, To offer resist, nee against this order would 
have been senseless, *s "not quolifying for the position 
£-s secretory to the management" I should heve disoppeired 
in the darkness end at the same tine from the surroundings 
of nerr H«Z?LIGSR, being transferred es quickly os possible 
to some small job or to c plant. **err a.ZFLIGsR hinself 
did not find out u. til efter ye-rs had elepsed that I hod 
ccrry out this duel activity, end only through ; confiden¬

1. Herr Paul HASFLIGER was born on 19 Novem¬ 
ber 1836 at Steffisburg/Switzorlnnd. By 
descent no Is a Swiss nutionul and has 
up to thl 3 day never renounced his 
citizonohlp. On 29 Jonyary 1946 a Swiss 
pass with tne nuabor 995951 /lZJ^ wa3 
last issued to him, which is still in 
KAEFLIGSR's possession today. 


2. Beoause of the geographic proximity of 
Germany and Switzerland,' the cloaj economic 
and nuny fold relationship bonas, largo nuuoor 

of Swiss people havo always livod in Ger¬ 
many, and vice versa aiso many Uor.ians 
hove livod in Switzerland. During the 
National socialist era and during the 
war many Swiss people returned hone 
from Ger. iany. 

The return migration would have boon 
much larger, 
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if the foreign currency laws had not 
closely restricted the taking along of 
property. Therefore, especially Swiss 
People in high positions were induce! to 
stay in Ger.iany. 

But because of their position, these peo¬ 
ple were requested to accept Gernan 
citizonship and a nore or less direct 
pressure was exercised towards this end. 
This Is the reason why nany Swiss 
nationals- aoong those also Herr puul 
KAEFLIGER were granted w or;i a n oltizensnip 
without renouncing thoir Swiss oltizensnip.

of tho I.G. process (rldiihit 48). 

In SoptcLfcor 1934 fond Inc. came to Oppau on a return visit.

fond Inc. officially roquostod this t'ococyosor installation 
on tho occasion of a tochnical discussion in Oppau on 23 June 1937 
(Exhibit 52). 

Curing 1937 tho I.G. placed the required data end drawings at 
tho disposal of tho land Inc. A delivery of apparatus by the I.G.

The completion of this installation however not with unox- 
r ectod delays owing to tho existing stool siwrtago, as tho fond Inc.

Tho International Dlchrooa.to Convention was foraed at tho and of 19-:G 
by British, Aas.-ioan, Balkan and Gora-n Bichrooa.to producers in 
ordor to control tho s-lo of chrooatos or. tho world uarkots, excepting 
the USA. It is rn cxrrplo of international ccx^rcinl-oconoaic co¬ 
operation, not so nuch with iv-gcrd to tho v-.luo of tho turnover, but for 
its -torld wido activity. In tho course of its existan co of aoro than 
10 years it also comprised, apart froc tho BichroDato aroducors of tho 
ab ovo-acnt ion cd countrios, tho producers of Prance, Italy, Czecho¬ 
slovak!* and Japan by suppleocntary ogroooents. Also with tho soviet 
Union we once woro about to roach an agroojont. 
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■Ureaiy before world war I, the idea of aa!dn j cn arraasancnt with re¬ 
gard to tho sale of excessive production at reasonable prices and thus 
avoiding a ado below cost-prico as a result of surplus supplios being 
available, led to an ngroaoont among tho Suropoan producers, which 
was torcinatod by the outbroke of world ncr I. 

During tho tine that foUowod, now capacities for production came into 
oxiatcnco in tho USA, Franco and Bolglum which - protoctod by high dutios 
in the countrios of eroduction, and particularly in ticca of a crisis - 
caused ruinous competition on tho world nrrkot on account of oxcossivo 
production. This situation was bound to lord to an a.grooacnt among tho 
chief producors of bichromate at tho end of l? 2 o which arovidod for a 
quota systoa to bo applied in the world nriibt, excluding Anorica. 

The percentage of tho quotas was calculated or. tho basis of tho previous 
period. Shortages and oxcossivo dolivorice r.cro balrncod by doUvorios 
of goods or paynonts. 

Tho agreement ran for one year and was then ronewod; it contained 
approximately 10 sections which woro subjoctod to only ainor amendments 
in tho courso of tino. Ko sorious iffcronces aroso in connection with 
its interpretation; end tho majority vote - ns provided for in tho 
ogrocoent - was novor appliod even in tho ease of resolutions. All 
decisions woro roachcd unanimously, a fact which should bo sufficient 
proof of tho spirit governing this cartel. 

Tho cain principlo always was to koc? tho agreement offoctivo by adapt¬ 
ing it to the changes arising in tho courso of tino and thus finding 
a solution vhieh would do Justice to all partios. 

The prinniplc appUod towards tho consumer was to rocliso Just and stable 
prices and not oxcossivo high prices. In fact export prices woro nover 
high or than those charged for hooo consumption in tho countries of pro- 
Auction. 

At tho Bootings , *dch took place several times during tho year, 
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alternatively in England and on tho continent, sever*! tines r!so in 
Now York - and at uost of which -r. H^ailGSR took part, the following 
w-s janinly discussed: earket situation, question of prices, country- 
quotas, balance of shortages and cxcossivo deliveries, activities of tho 
outsiders, new ngroooents with thoa, points of controversies noons tho 
representatives of tho individual ocabers abroad. Technical and scientific 
questions wore never discussed nor did a technio -1 representative of tho 
IG ovor participate at ono of tho noc tings durin„ tho Ions yoars tho 
Bichreamto Convention cxistod. 

By tho w-y, tho classical nrocossing nothod of bichrooato is not a secret; 
thoroforo difforcncos in tho octhod of production could only exist in 
tho do tails, the knowledge of which none triod to obtain froa the other. 
Plants wore never visitod, thus tho IG was ruito unaware whoro nost of 
then woro locatod. 

AH this should clearly prove that IG porsuod only coaaorcirl and ocononic 
intorosta by its participation rnd by its r.ttitudo tak<n durlns tho 
poriod of tho convention's oxistcnco. It was not in the naturo of tho

In 1923 I 
was in charge of all foreign caustic alkali and bichrona.to 
do-lo within the scooc of den-rtnont a. •• It was thon 
o*llod. At tho beginning of 1923 ! Joined tho management of 
Booajtaont C. where I took charge of chlor»to, ohosohorus and 
phosphoric acid s'les, and in this edacity I was responsible 
for jroductlon planning, advortiaing. *nd selection of 
markets. I was given oowrr of attorney (Kandlungavollm-cht) 
in 1924.

Thooo cartels operated at firot in only a fov 
branches of heavy induBtry, but expanded aoro and =oro a* tlno 
wont on. In particular the condition, prevailing after tho 
flr.t world wax, created by lncr.'a.cd, *nd in aany p1*cob now 
capacities plu. the continual currency fluctuations, caused 
tho cartollisation trond to gather strength. It was hopod 
thoroby to stabilise orlcco, thus benefiting both manufacturer 
*nd consumer. Frequently it was actu.lly tho consuaor-into- 
rcotB. for lnst.nco in phophorun »nd uot-ooiuc chlorato, 
which ga.vo tho iaootus for tho formation of a convention. 

Thu. it was purely oconoaic . consideration, which gathered 
tho manufacture r. of various countries -round tho green tablo 
and lod to agreements adapted to -vurepo's coonoaic structuro.

Although I attended innuzcr»blo clo«od conferences 
during sy 25 years of service vitb the I.G, or with r-riosholn 
Electron, I r.cvor h«d tho isproesion that any political alas 
wero pursued in tho aan , ’gocont of thcac conventions, or that 
tho cartels were used in any way for war preparations. On 
tho contrary, I.G. had to dofond itsnlf contlnu-.il;' againot 
tho conpotont Party authorities bocauso of its lntorn*.tion-1 
cartel connections and willingness to enter -gret nosts after 
1933, and it v»a frequently oxposod to vchesont crlticisa 
on tills account. 

ns far as I know, tho practice in tho cartels was to 
fix salon or shipping quot*s only for export sarkots, giving 
tho amxfa.cturors «n ontlroly freo b*nd in thoir hose narkots.

So mo years later (after 1933), tho aforesaid four firms 
concluded an agreement with 3oots, i^ttinghaa, (England), who 
in the soantisc had also started the production of oonvngacato, 
rnd who had been - vholosalo customer of tho caport convention 
up to tha.t time. 
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All these agreements were aimed *t putting a sound narkot 
regulation into effect, for the producer ".a well as for tho oiatoocr. 
Technical cucat ioaa wore not do alt with, The afrrangcacnta goncr«lly 
proceeded ao aanothly that a<otirv,a were necessary only on r»rc 
occaaiona.

?roo 1927 onw»rda altogether nine cartol-liko agrcooonta were 
founded one after tho other, including fivo with foreign partners 
(Bolgiun, no 11 and, Caecho-Slovakia, Austria, end Switacrland). Thoy 
regulated tho sale of thia quickly decomposing blc-chlng agent to 
tho tcztllo lnduatry fundasentally in auch * way, that each annufao- 
turor diapoaod of hla production aa far aa poaalhlo in the ricinlty 
of hla plant, or in hia country, thereby aerring tho intoroato of 
tho conouncmalao (froah gooda, lower freight rates for thlo 
eh cal Cal containing 85i water, etc.) 

Tho I.G. itaolf sanifaoturcd this product *ftor 'orld War I 
at tho following factorial Eocchat, GricabeiB, Ludvigahafon, Rhoin- 
foldon, Gorothofon, 31ttorfcld and Lovorkuacn. That was why tho 
I.G. had to sako an -grccocnt with oach one of tbo coapetitora who 
appeared in tho sarkot one after tho othor, for tho soat part as a 
roeult of tho pionovring work of the 1.0.

Collaboration with tho IfQ& don. in conecquonco of tho 

conrontlon oxiating bctwcon thia firs «nd tho Gcraan nanufacturorn 
of chlor. In tho course of tho years the I.O.I. turned out a aid- 
lar produot, Maxochlor. Tho understanding datos back to tho yoara 
beforo 1933, and it waa not only continued but -loo dooponci. 
IS£boiS3i_aPSM$iflI}S_* c * , o only dlscuaasd oOoc, wh'-n during tho first 
poriod of tho understanding tho I.C.I. was intcroatod in obtaining 
a llccnco for tho I.G. procceo: they finally diaponaod with it 
howover, as they wore e*tiofiod with tholr own Majcoohlor procono. 

In 1931 tho I.G., togethor with the 
tar ing Co. P hiladelp hia, founded tho Pcnchlor Inc.. Philadolphla, 
with"tho objoet of 1sporting into tho O.S.a, tho sore auitablo 
Porchloron as a doncatic blotching *gcnt instead of oalciua hypo-^ 
chlorito. At fir*t tho roquirod Porchloron was supplied by tho 1.9., 
but it wro pl»nnod that a Porchloron factory, baaod on the I.G, 
pp.tonto and experience, waa to be orcotod in tho U.S.^., as soon 
aa tho noathly a»los in tho U.S.A. reached 100 tona. However, tho 
factor:- wr.a creotod aa oarly as 1934, although tho saloa h*4 not 
reached by Ux the 100 tona per aonth, and although tho I.O., 
according to the •groaont, would haro been cntltlod to tho aoro 
convoniont supply froa Gvrn«»ny inatoad of erecting the factory. 3y 
doing this the 1.0. turned over to tho U.S.A. faotory tho aaxkota 
in U.S.A., Canada., Ouba and Haiti.

38 , in 
tost eases, constituted coopctiion which nas usoloss for both 
p«rtios concomod, tho aoro so since -rices of avjiosiua notals 
wore, in any ca.se, aln.-.y3 very Ion. fi-.us both parties noro 
benefited for several years. Con's production nas 
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not r.t oil handicapped, but rathar proaotod. 

Free about 1937 onwards the EnJ-ish plant aay possibly hr.vo rcachod 
tho point shore it could itsolf undertake tho task of supplyi.no 
its country, 13 consequently rotirod. However to soao extant 
Dow continued to inport cn^.osiua to 2hJLand. Thereupon tho 
English iovorrjont fixed a high protoctivo tariff on aajnesiua 
natal and its alloys in order to pootoct tho new plant froa boins 
disturbed by any outsido influer.cos. 

Incidentally, aftor the outbreak of war, tho plant established 
by IG in Si gland sorved as a codol for tho largo acalo nrgnesiua 
plrnt built p-'rtly on English initiative in tho St-to Kovndo (US), 
this having a capacity of 50 000 t p.a. can bo called by far tho 
largoot one in tho world.

I*. This contract too, provided cutual protection for the nr.tior.al 
sarkotinr areas and ceded furtherroro to Franco a participation 
in exports to Czechoslovak!.-, Poland and other ccntlnont.il 
countries.

In tiic U3 I"-'s of forts to introduce tho uso of nagnosiuj -jotal 
for ocnufacturo involving further arocossing started -s o-rly as 
1923. For this purpose, rn independent .‘raoricn financing group 
founded tho Electron hotels Corp., 1*0'» -ork. Iho Qicolacho Fabrik 
Grioshoia SLoktron, granted this eospsnjr chc ronc-oly, aanu- 
fa.cturin petonts end tho right to produce; in addition to this 
thoy noro "ivon all processing instruction, nil oxpcrionco 
cone aming production end orlo, plants, dm rings otc. In spito 
of tho greatost offorts, howovor, tho fim not with ccciploto 
lack of intorcst in tho furthor procossing industry and had to 
bo liquidated towards tho end of 1926. 

It was only tho Bohn Aluainiua and Pross Cor?, which subsoquontly 
in 1926, shored r. liaitod intarest, in its 3olinalit piston and 
rocoivod an appropriate liconso fron 10. 

After tho liquidation of the Electron .totals Corp. 
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negotiations be fc an with tho Dow Ch eaic al Co.. A retort his 
proTiccrly boon mie cn the activity in the sphere of jAgaotlvu ef 
this important chemical concern. Iheir annual production oafesot 
have exceoded 603 - ©>D £ons at tlat tiao. curing proliminsry 
negotiations proposal# wero aide to thi-t by I.G. to pool, for tho 
purpose of future production, th;ir knowledge acquired, uniting 
thoir offerts to obtain o spoedier and noro ..enorel use if this 
now .eot&l , shier, had been jointly developed. In as .suoh as Dow, 
on the basis of brrmido "brines", was unsblo to adapt his capacity 
to an increased aemnd, I.G. wculd propose to collet>ratc with them 
in the erection of an additional plant for their proocss, "hioh w# 
loss dependent on mw-*at#ri*l.

c-oncomin^, the supply of nickel froa tho nickol aims noa.r Pctsniw 
in Kerthom Finland. 

Tho Finnish yOvornaent had grantod concessions for those uinoa 
to tho Kond Kickol Cc;spc.ny Ltd., London, 
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which i3 affiliated to tho International "iclicl Cc. of Canada, Toronto 
(hereafter called "Inco/li.nd"). -.3 tho zincs had not yet boon 
c.'cjlctcly finished, -nd in particular tho smelting plant and 
tho hydraulic >o'.:cr plant belonging to it wore still facing built, 
the quostijn arose as to what forti th- olmt should take when * 
c apletcfi and how the nickol production and manufacture should 
bo conducted. Official Gcman cgoncics, particularly the F.-ur 
Tc-r Plan, ere ct that time in fav r of persuading tho Finnish 
govomccnt to tdthdraw thoir cencossion free tho Snglish/Canndinn 
group and to trrnafer it to n German or Goraan/Finnish Coapeny. 

In contrast ta this Herr H..EFLIG2S, who to ;othcr with Dr. Ffl’iKK- 
F.-HLS ropresentod tho I.G. Farbcnir.dustrio ...G. during thoso 
nogotiatiuns, strongly advocated that the Znglish/C'nadian concessions 
should rocnin untouched. Ko uoph?sited that tho relations bctwcon 
I.G. and Inc offend had always been cordial and that for general 
c-nsidor-.tions and in view of a futuro reconstruction of normal 
poaco tioo conditions ho would undor no circumstances wish to 
sco tho Inco/'on-: suffer owing to thoir withdrawal of tho concession. 

This attitude of Herr H-JEFLIIER rcsultod in tho official Gorman 
r.goncios abandoning their extensive plans and ar;\an sonants boing 
nr.do for a. Gera-n finaneo syndieato, consisting f the firms I.G., 
Xrupp and Uotallgosollschaft, of tho Finnish subddiory ccopony of 
the Inco/*ond, tho Pctsr_:n Kixxcli O.T., to naJeo availnblo tho 
necessary aoans by granting credits - simply against oortgr.gos - 
for tho eocplctim of tho tdnos, tho snoltin, plant and tho hy¬ 
draulic porcr plant. 
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Thus the property rights for the mines as well cs ell the in¬ 
stallations which e ther existed or were newly set up with the 
aid of this loan, regained. Just as did the concession, in the 
hands of Inco/L'or.d. 

The administration of the air.es, too, was carried out by the Finnish 
subsidiary company, the Petsaaon KUdceli O.Y. mentioned above; 
its activities were in no way impeded and It boro the sole respon¬ 
sibility. As far as I know the Inco/»k>r.d received continous reports 
fron its Finnish subsidiary' company both as regards this final 
sattleocnt and also of the further course which matters took. This 
went on at loast until the entry of the U.S.A. into tho war, that 
is to spy, until the U.S.A. doclnrod.nar on Finland. 

I want also to etross in particular that Herr HAEFLIGSR has always 
ndvccatod vi porously that ir. the n.ckel delivery agreements which, 
wore concluded with Potsaaon Hikkoli O.Y. The interests cf Inc©/ 

Uond should oa £ven full ccnsidoration, icrticulnrly as regards 
prices.

I, Dr. Kurt Kruoger, Ranholz Krcis Sohlucchtorn,. 

at present Nucrnborg, have boon Ally warned that I rondor 
myself liable to punishment, in the evont of a false 
affidavit on my part. I doclarc rn oath that my state¬ 
ments arc true and wore made in order to bo submitted 
in cvidonco to the Military Tribunal Nr. VI, in tho 
Palaro rf Justico Nuernberg, Germany. 

During ay interrogations in Frankfurt (Main) July 
to October 1945 i.a. I stated th. following concerning 
Director Paul Haefligor: 

" My avorsion to tho national-socialistic Gormony, 
vhieh from 1953 nado no fool depressed and unhappy 
for boing a Gorman, induced no in several practical 
cases in which I wao re nf idontially as hod whothor 
a trustworthy acquaintance should renoin a Gorman 
or should become n German, to ozprosc my opinion 
in an unequivocal and acoontuatod way that, if I 
should be placod before such a decision mysolf, 

I would avoid by all acana to acquire Gorman citizon 
ship or that I v.ould respootivoly ooizo any oppor¬ 
tunity offored to no to ncquiro another nationality. 

In accordance with thoso foclings whon 
Haofligor told no that he v.cs having difficulties 
within the I.G. and was afraid of difficulties 
with huthoritios on account of hie Swiss nationality 
and that it had boon insinuated to him to naturalize 
in Germany, an idea which must havo oppressed him 
because ho would probably be p.okodin connection 
horovith to ronrunco hie Swiss nationality, I 
romombor quite well that 1 strongly rccramondcd 
him to abstain from acquiring German citizenship. 

At tho 8erne* tine I declared my readiness that wo 
would mako of forts to rorarvo the difficulties 
arisen for hin by endeavouring to obtain the 
approval of tho authorities as’regards the main¬ 
tenance of his personal status.

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The conversation which the Nipo thereupon took up 
with the coopetent authorities (Ministry of Interior) 
had the result that the I.G. wrote o letter to then, 
the text of which, if I correctly recenber, had been 
previously agreed upon together with the official 
referent in charge in the said ninistry (without the' 
co-rderation of Mr. Haefliger). In this letter the I.G. 
expressed their interest that Mr. Haefliger should 
not encounter difficulties by authorities in connection 
with his Swiss nationality. 

It is perhaps necessary to point out here, that 
according to tho Nazi centality, any one would becono 
politically suspected who would waive an offered 
chance to bococe n Gornan citizen, it being zn their 
eyes a great honour to be accepted os a "Volksgenosac". 
This conception had to bo not in tho letter in question 
by over-onphasizing the assurance of the Gornon feelings 
of Mr. Haefliger. Tho sane point of view provoilod 
too as regards tho reason which had to be given to 
Justify the supposed interest of I*G. for Haofligor 
ronaining a Swiss. It had to bo a plousiblo ono ond 
so the lottor further said that his Swiss nationality 
could bo used to tho ndvantogo by tho I.G. for 
doalings abroad. 

A8 this nattor was being handlod only by nc on ny 
own ideas and turn of nind and not boing broodonstod 
by no in tho I.G., thoro could ond did not exist in 
reality any such intontion on tho pert of I.G. when 
this lotter was writton, nor did thoro to tho best of 
ny knowledge evor occur any practical coso lator on in 
which Haefliger was crccissionod upon the fact of his 
boir.-. a Swiss, to look aftor I.G. intorests abroad. 

The whole action was oerriod through by no solely 
to help Mr. Haofligcr personally in ordor to ennblo 
him to continue his work within the I.G. without 
putting hin to the necessity to alter anything as 
regards the status of his Swiss nationality .

Tho above statenont I hereby aako the object of this 
affidavit. 

The renark in tho r.ords jwt into brackets "without tho
